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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excelleney,  James  D.  Williams, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana  : 

In  accordance  with  the  law  passed  by  the  last  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Indiana,  approved  March  6,  1879,  entitled  an  act 
to  provide  for  the  appointment  and  confirmation  of  the  Trustees  of 
Indiana  Asylum  for  the  Blind,  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  the 
more  efficient  management  and  government  of  the  same,  your  Honor 
conferred  upon  Hon.  Joseph  Ristine,  of  Fountain  county,  Indiana, 
W.  V.  Wiles,  of  Owen  county,  and  John  Fishback,  of  Marion 
county,  the  honorable  and  responsible  positions  of  Trustees  of  the 
Indiana  Institute  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  and  the  Senate 
confirmed  these  appointments. 

The  Trustees  met  at  the  Institute  March  15,  1879,  and  organized 
by  the  selection  of  Hon.  Joseph  Ristine  as  Secretary,  and  Dr.  W. 
V.  Wiles  as  Treasurer.  Said  Trustees  then  assumed  direction  and 
control  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institute,  and  now  submit  this  their 
first  annual  report. 

In  accordance  with  the  law  before  mentioned,  Mr.  W.  H.  Church- 
man, the  Superintendent,  laid  before  the  Board,  at  their  meeting, 
April  9,  an  inventory  of  the  property  of  the  Institute,  and  the 
several  detailed  statements  required.  We  present  a  summary  of 
these  for  your  consideration,  and  refer  you  to  the  report  for  detail :

Mr.  W.  H.  Churchman  tendered  to  the  Board  his  resignation  of 
the  position  of  Superintendent  of  the  Institute,  May  24,  which  was 
accepted,  to  take  efiect  August  31,  1879.  On  his  retirement  from 
the  Institution  at  that  date,  the  following  resolutions  were  passed, 
and  spread  upon  our  minutes  : 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Churchman,  the  Insti- 
tution loses  a  capajble  officer,  and  a  man  of  great  experience  in  the 
education  of  the  blind. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board,  individually,  fully  reciprocate  the 
good  feeling  manifested  toward  them  by  the  late  Superintendent,  in 
his  communication,  and  join  with  him  in  an  earnest  desire  for  the 
continual  success  of  the  Institution,  and  also  heartily  unite  in  de- 
siring for  him  many  years  of  usefulness  and  happiness  in  the  future. 

Prof.  W.  B.  Wilson  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  the  Insti- 
tute for  the  Blind  June  12,  1879,  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the 
office  September  1.  Under  his  direction  the  work  of  the  Institute 
has  proceeded  with  precision  and  regularity,  officers  and  teachers 
working  harmoniously  to  secure  the  best  results  for  the  children 
under  their  care. 

Hon.  Joseph  Ristine,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  died  September  12, 
1879.  Wise  in  counsel  and  efficient  in  the  performance  of  duty,  he 
was  a  most  valuable  member  of  the  Board.  Daniel  Mowrer,  of 
Grant  county,  having  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  death  of  Judge  Ristine,  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office 
October  7,  1879. 

The  Institute  stable  being  in  bad  condition,  and  too  small  to  ac- 
commodate the  milch  cows  which  we  intend  to  purchase,  we  have 


contracted  for  a  new  stable.  It  is  a  brick  building,  containing 
stalls  for  three  horses  and  six  cows,  carriage  room,  wash  room,  har- 
ness room,  feed  rooms,  a  large  loft  and  a  room  suitable  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  person  who  takes  care  of  the  stock.  The  sta- 
ble is  located  west  of  the  engiue  house,  and  will  cost  $2,200. 

In  October  the  Institute  was  connected  with  the  Telephone  Ex- 
change. The  officers  find  the  telephone  a  great  convenience  in 
transacting  the  business  of  the  Institute. 

For  the  inventory  and  itemized  reports  for  the  fiscal  year  closing 
October  31,  we  would  respectfully  ask  the  attention  of  your  Excel- 
lency to  the  appended  report  of  our  Superintendent,  which  is  sub- 
mitted as  a  part  of  our  report :

Your  Excellency  will  bear  in  mind  that  the  present  law  requires 
that  the  money  expended  for  pupils'  clothing,  when  paid  by  the 
counties,  shall  be  covered  into  the  State  Treasury;  also  the  cash  re- 
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ceipts  for  articles  sold.     Both  of  these  were  formerly  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  Institution. 

You  will  also  notice  the  fact  that  the  amount  covered  into  the 
State  Treasury  is  quite  large,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  small 
amount  covered  into  the  State  Treasury  one  year  ago,  is  without 
precedent  in  the  financial  history  of  the  Institution.

Reduction  of  Expenses. 

The  Board  especially  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Excel- 
lency to  the  beneficial  effects  of  the  law  in  reducing  the  expenses  of 
our  institution : 

Under  the  system  inaugurated  by  the  present  law,  the

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Take  the  last  half  of  each  of  the  fiscal  years  and  compare  with 
the  last  half  of  1879,  and  the  av^erage  excess  of  expenditure  per 
month  is  $619.78.  A  reduction  of  $619.78  per  month.  This  is 
equivalent  to  an  annual  reduction  of  $7,437.36;  nearly  one-fourth 
of  the  entire  expense  of  running  the  Institute  under  the  old  law. 

Another  additional  fact,  worthy  of  notice  in  this  connection,  is 
that  the  sum  of  $1,584.98  in  cash  has  been  paid  into  the  State 
Treasury  by  the  Institution  in  the  last  six  months,  which  if 
deducted  from  $12,051.13,  the  total  disbursements  for  that  period, 
would  leave  $10,466.15  as  the  actual  expense  to  the  State,  or  an 
average  outlay  per  month  of  $1,744.36. 

The  Board,  in  consideration  of  the  subject  of  x-eduction  of 
expenditures,  has  made  the  efficiency  of  the  school,  the  comfort  and 
health  of  the  pupils,  objects  of  special  thought,  making  no  reductions 
that  would  in  any  way  impair  the  work  of  the  Institute,  but  all 
other  expenses  have  been  largely  reduced. 

The  Indiana  Institute  for  the  Blind  is  an  educational  institution 
with  a  standing  and  character  among  the  schools  for  the  blind ;  to 
elevate  that  standard,  to  develop  a  spirit  of  independence  among  the 
pupils,  to  fit  them  to  become  self-supporting,  and  to  administer  its 
financial  affairs  on  a  safe  and  economical  basis,  will  always  be  the 
earnest  endeavor  of  our  Board.

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PRESENT    SESSION. 


School  opened  this  year  on  the  seventeenth  of  September,  and 
since  that  date  116  pupils  have  been  enrolled — males  59,  females  57. 

New  pupils  enrolled  up  to  date,  fourteen.  Number  of  pupils  in 
attendance  at  this  time,  115. 

The  course  of  study  has  not  been  changed  to  any  great  extent. 

Miss  Sarah  E.  Pearce  was  assigned  to  a  vacancy  in  the  Primary 
Department ;  Miss  Nora  Ryan  and  Miss  Josephine  Culbertson  to 
vacancies  in  the  Musical  Department.  The  teachers,  new  and 
old,  give  evidence  of  ability  to  perform  successfully  the  work  al- 
lotted them. 

Dr.  Charles  E.  Wright  was  appointed  medical  attendant,  and  is 
•discharging  his  duty  with  zeal  and  fidelity. 


TUNING    DEPARTMENT. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Institute  a  class  in  tuning 
has  been  organized,  receiving  regular  instruction.  The  members 
•of  the  class  are  earnest  and  enthusiastic,  and  we  anticipate  for  them 
rapid  progress. 

Tuning  of  piano-fortes  is  one  of  the  few  employments  that  blind 
men  may  engage  in  successfully  and  profitably.  Where  the  blind 
have  been  given  a  careful  and  thorough  training,  and  furnished 
with  the  necessary  facilities  for  obtaining  a  full  knowledge  of  the 
mechanism,  of  the  piano,  they  have  displayed  a  surprising  profi- 
■ciency  in  the  art  of  tuningj  on  account  of  their  close  discrimination 
in  the  pitch  and  quality  of  sounds. 

BUILDINGS    AND    GROUNDS. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  school  rooms  were  painted  and 
put  in  good  condition,  and  some  necessary  repairs  made  in  the  boys* 
wash  room.  A  new  stable  and  carriage  house  is  in  process  of  erec- 
tion. It  is  located  west  of  the  engine  house,  and  will,  when  fin- 
ished, present  a  neat  appearance  ;  will  be  commodious,  aiFording 
ample  accommodation  for  the  milch-cows  which  you  design  pur- 
chasing. 
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Our  building  is  full;  there  are  others  who  are  clamoring  to  be- 
come pupils,  and  we  find  our  work  cramped  on  every  hand  for  want 
of  room.  We  do  not  believe  that  the  intelligent  people  of  Indiana 
would  hesitate  for  a  single  moment  in  increasing  the  accommoda- 
tion for  her  sightless  children,  if  they  could  in  any  small  degree 
appreciate  the  disadvantages  and  the  want  of  comfort  experienced 
by  her  unfortunate  blind  in  a  building  faulty  in  construction  and 
arrangements,  and  containing  fifty  per  cent,  more  inmates  than  it 
was  originally  intended  to  accommodate.  Indiana  of  1852  and 
Indiana  of  1879  differ  vastly  in  wealth  and  population.  With 
population  and  wealth  more  than  doubled,  her  accommodation  for 
her  blind  has  not  been  increased. 

During  the  two  months  in  which  the  Institute  has  been  under  my 
<jare  as  Superintendent,  I  have  not  thought  it  best  to  make  many 
changes  in  the  manner  of  conducting  the  school.  Having  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  officers  and  teachers,  I  have  every  reason  to 
anticipate  that  this  year  the  work  of  the  Institute  will  be  prosper- 
ous in  its  various  departments. 

The  inventory  and  statements  required  by  the  law  will  be  found 
under  their  appropriate  headings.  I  hereby  affirm  that,  to  the  best 
of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  the  inventory  and  statements  are  cor- 
rect.

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THE  INDIANA  POINT  WRITEE. 


The  attention  of  superintendents  and  others  interested  in  point- 
writing  for  the  blind  is  called  to  the  Indiana  Point  Writer,  recently 
invented  by  J.  F.  McElroy,  and  in  use  in  the  Indiana  Institute. 
The  writer  is  twenty  inches  long,  twelve  inches  wide,  and  eight 
inches  high.  Six  keys  are  used  in  making  points,  and  one  for 
space  between  words.  The  diiferent  characters  are  made  by  strik- 
ing combinations  of  these  keys.  The  six  keys  struck  at  once  give 
six  points,  forming  the  number  sign  in  the  New  York  system. 
The  facility  for  writing  rapidly  is  apparent,  when  it  is  considered 
that  each  letter  is  made  as  easily  and  quickly  as  a  single  point  is 
made  with  a  stylus,  and  this  is  the  verdict  of  the  blind  who  have 
tried  it.  Whether  the  letter  is  a  one-space,  two-space  or  three- 
space  letter,  it  is  made  at  one  stroke,  and  the  points  move  automat- 
ically into  position  for  the  next  letter,  and  the  letters  can  be  made 
as  rapidly  as  the  hand  can  make  the  combination.  The  letters  are 
punctured  from  beneath,  written  as  read,  avoiding  the  awkward 
inverted  construction  common  to  the  New  York  and  Braille  slates. 
The  writing  can  be  read  at  any  stage  of  the  work  without  remov- 
ing the  paper  from  its  position  or  in  any  way  disturbing  its  adjust- 
ment. The  simplicity  and  cheapness  of  construction,  the  rapidity 
and  legibility  of  the  writing,  the  ease  and  facility  of  manipulation, 
all  combine  to  make  the  writer  a  very  desirable  instrument  for 
individual  use.  The  writer  will  write  either  the  New  York  point 
or  the  Braille,  requiring  a  separate  machine  for  each  system.  The 
cost  of  either  writer  will  probably  be  about  fifteen  dollars. 

Mr.  Heady's  writer  has  been  received  by  the  Institute.  Our 
pupils  are  much  interested  in  it.  The  Indiana  Point  Writer  does 
not  enter  into  competition  with  it,  as  the  Indiana  Point  Writer  is 
restricted  to  the  New  York  and  Braille  systems.

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INDIANA  INSTITUTE  FOR  THE  EDUCATION  OF 
THE  BLIND. 


This  Institution  is  located  at  Indianapolis,  the  capital  of  the 
State,  occupying  a  healthful  and  beautiful  site  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  city. 

It  is  strictly  an  educational  establishment,  having  for  its  object 
the  moral,  intellectual  and  physical  training  of  the  young  blind  of 
both  sexes,  residing  in  the  State ;  and  is,  therefore,  neither  an  asy- 
lum for  the  aged  and  helpless,  nor  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
disease. 

For  the  information  of  applicants  and  other  interested  parties, 
the  following  compilation  is  made  from  the  regulations  of  the  In- 
stitute, viz : 

1.  The  school  year  commences  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the 
15th  day  of  September,  and  closes  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  June 
following,  making  a  continuous  session  of  forty  weeks,  and  leaving 
a  vacation  of  twelve  weeks  during  the  warm  season. 

2.  As  a  rule,  applicants  who  are  under  nine,  or  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  are  not  admitted ;  but  exceptions  are  sometimes  made 
in  favor  of  those  who  are  over  age,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

3.  No  person  of  imbecile  or  unsound  mind,  or  of  confirmed  im- 
moral character,  will  be  knowingly  received  into  the  Institute;  and 
in  case  any  pupil  shall,  after  a  fair  trial,  prove  incompetent  for  use- 
ful instruction,  or  disobedient  to  the  regulations  of  the  Institute, 
such  pupil  will  be  thereupon  discharged. 

4.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  boarding  and  instruction  of  pupils 
from  the  State  of  Indiana,  but  those  from  without  the  State  are 
■charged  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  session  of  forty 
weeks,  payable  in  advance — i.  e.,  one-half  at  the  beginning  and  the 
other  half  at  the  middle  of  the  session. 
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5.  All  are  required  to  come  provided  with  an  adequate  supply  of 
good,  comfortable  clothing,  embracing  suitable  articles  for  both 
summer  and  winter  wear,  in  such  quantity  as  to  admit  of  the  neces- 
sary change  for  washing  and  repairing. 

6.  Each  article  of  clothing  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the 
owner's  name,  in  order  to  prevent  confusion  or  loss,  and  must  be 
sent  in  good  order  and  condition,  not  only  upon  the  first  entrance 
of  the  pupil,  but  also  at  each  subsequent  return  from  home  after 
the  vacation. 

7.  It  is  positively  required  that  every  pupil  shall  be  removed 
from  the  Institution  during  the  annual  vacation  of  the  school,  as 
well  as  at  any  other  time  when  such  removal  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary by  the  proper  officers  thereof;  and  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the 
friends  of  any  pupil  to  comply  with  this  requisition,  provision  is 
made  by  law  for  the  sending  of  such  pupil  to  the  Trustee  of  the 
township  in  which  he  or  she  resides,  to  be  by  him  provided  for  at. 
the  expense  of  the  county. 

8.  Persons  bringing  pupils  to  the  Institution,  or  visiting  them 
while  there,  can  not  be  accommodated  with  boarding  and  lodging 
during  their  stay  in  the  city. 

9.  All  letters  to  the  pupils  should  be  addressed  to  the  care  of 
the  Institute,  in  order  to  insure  their  prompt  delivery. 

10.  Parties  desiring  the  admission  of  a  pupil  are  required  to  fill 
up  the  subjoined  form  of  application  and  forward  the  same  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Institute,  giving  truthful  answers  to  the  in- 
terrogatories therein  contained,  and  procuring  the  signature  of  a 
justice  of  the  peace  to  the  certificate  thereunto  attached ;  and  the 
pupil  must  in  no  case  be  sent  until  such  application  shall  have  been 
received  and  favorably  responded  to  by  the  Superintendent.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

OF     THE 

INDIANA  INSTITUTION 

FOR    EDUCATING 

THE    DEAF   AND    DUMB 

For  the  Year  Ending  October  31,  1879. 


To  Hu  Excellency,  James  D.  Williams, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana : 

Tendering  to  your  Excellency  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  honor 
conferred  upon,  and  the  confidence  reposed  in  us,  by  appointing  us 
as  a  Board  of  Management  for  the  Institution  for  Educating  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb,  we  beg  leave  to  submit  our  annual  report,  with 
the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  for  the  year  ending  October  31, 
1879. 

The  members  of  the  Board  duly  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  du- 
ties of  their  offices  by  giving  such  bond  as  required,  and  taking  the 
oath  prescribed  by  the  act  approved  March  6,  1879,  entitled  "an 
act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  and  confirmation  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Indiana  Asylum  for  the  Blind,  the  Institution  for  Edu- 
cating the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
and  for  the  more  efficient  management  and  uniform  government  of 
the  same."  On  the  15th  day  of  March,  1879,  the  President  and 
Trustees  met  at  the  office  of  the  Institution  and  organized,  as  re- 
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quired  by  la^v,  by  electing  Franklin  C.  Johnson  Secretary  and  M. 
James  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  fourth  section  of  the 
act  of  March  6,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  the  8th  day  of 
April  last  the  Superintendent  submitted  his  inventory  of  the  real 
and  personal  property  belonging  to  the  Institution  and  an  itemized 
statement  of  the  several  departments  of  the  business  and  transac- 
tions of  the  year  preceding :  A  summary  of  the  inventory  and  the 
statements  is  herewith  given^  as  follows,  to  wit:

The  general  object  of  the  act  of  March  6,  1879,  as  expressed  by 
its  title  is,  "  For  the  more  efficient  management  and  uniform  gov- 
ernment" of  the  Institution.  The  tenor  and  spirit  of  the  law 
clearly  indicate  that  its  intent  was  to  effect,  if  possible,  a  more 
economical,  as  Avell  as  a  more  efficient  management  of  the  Institu- 
tion.

In  order  to  carry  out  successfully  this  intent  of  the  law,  the  Board 
became  convinced  that  a  change  in  the  internal  policy  of  the  Insti- 
tution was  necessary.  It  had  become  the  custom,  or  rather  an 
established  rule,  to  spend  all,  or  nearly  all,  the  resources  of  the  In- 
stitution each  year,  whether  the  prices  of  supplies  ruled  high  or 
low  in  the  market.  As  evidence  of  this,  we  may  take  the  fiscal  years 
ending  October  31,  1877,  and  October  31,  1878;  during  which 
time  the  average  market  prices  of  supplies  were  as  low  as  at  any 
time  since.  In  the  former  year  the  receipts  of  the  Institution 
amounted  in  the  aggregate  to  $65,994.42,  and  the  expenditures  for 
the  same  year  were  $65,884.62,  leaving  a  ballance,  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  of  only  $109.80. 

The  aggregate  receipts  of  the  year  ending  October  31,  1878,  as 
appears  by  the  report,  were  $63,194.72,  and  the  expenditures 
amounted  to  $62,997.99,  leaving  at  the  end  of  the  year  unexpended 
$196.73.  If  the  law  had  not  been  changed  in  respect  to  the  money 
received  from  counties  for  clothing  supplied  to  pupils,  the  receipts 
of  the  Institution  for  the  present  year,  ending  October  31,  would 
have  been  $62,284.60.  This  amount  the  Superintendent  deemed 
insufficient  to  meet  the  ordinary  current  expenses  of  the  year,  and 
recommended  that  an  appropriation  be  made  by  the  Legislature  to 
meet  an  anticipated  deficiency  of  two  thousand  dollars  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

The  Superintendent,  in  his  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
October  31,  1878,  says:  "The  average  monthly  expenses  of  the 
Institution  have  been  nearly  uniform  the  year  round,  as  may  be 
seen  from  the  foregoing  table  of  monthly  payments." 

Taking  the  first  five  months  of  the  year  just  closed,  before  the' 
changes  were  effected,  and  before  the  present  law  went  into  practi- 
cal operation,  and  the  average  monthly  expenses  for  these  months 
were  $5,984.54.  If  the  monthly  expenses  of  the  Institution  had 
been  "  nearly  uniform  the  year  round,"  as  they  had  been  heretofore, 
the  aggregate  expenses  of  the  year  would  have  amounted  to  the  sum 
of  $71,814.48,  and  would  have  left  a  deficiency  at  the  close  of  the 
year  (not  only  of  $2,000,  as  expected,)  amounting  to  $11,165.45. 

With  these  facts  before  them,  and  others  not  necessary  here  to 
state,  it  became  evident  to  the  Board  that,  to  carry  out  the  law  in 
its  full  intent  and  purpose,  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  a  change 
in  the  Superintendency  of  the  Institution,  in  order  to  effect  the  de- 
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sired  change  in  its  economical  policy,  since  the  Board  must  neces- 
sarily depend,  in  a  great  measure,  upon  the  information  given  them 
by  the  Superintendent  as  to  the  amount  and  kind  of  supplies  to  be 
purchased,  and  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  in  transacting  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Institution. 

The  purpose  of  the  Board  to  make  a  change  having  been  made 
known  to  the  Superintendent,  he  offered  his  resignation  on  the  16th 
day  of  May  last,  and  it  was  accepted  by  the  Board,  to  take  effect  on 
the  29th  day  of  the  same  month.  The  Board  elected  Dr.  William 
Glenn,  of  Muncie,  Indiana,  Superintendent,  who,  after  filing  his 
bond  and  taking  the  oath  prescribed  by  law,  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  on  the  29th  day  of  May,  1879.  Some  other 
changes  of  less  importance,  among  the  employes,  were  made  about 
the  same  time.  The  effects  of  the  law  and  of  the  change  in  the 
management  of  the  Institution,  upon  its  business  interests  and 
financial  transactions,  have  been  as  favorable  as  could  have  been 
reasonably  expected  in  so  short  a  period  of  time,  as  we  think  will 
be  evident  from  the  facts  set  forth  in  this  and  in  the  accompanying 
report  of  the  Superintendent. 

"We  take  pleasure  in  reporting  to  your  Excellency  that  the  order, 
discipline,  industry,  moral  and  intellectual  cultivation  among  the 
pupils,  their  health,  happiness  and  contentment,  are  equal  to,  if  not 
better,  than  at  any  former  period  in  the  history  of  the  Institution, 
The  corps  of  teachers  are  gentlemen  and  ladies  of  high  character 
and  culture,  and  well  qualified  for  the  positions  they  occupy. 
Many  of  them  have  had  long  experience  in  their  professional 
duties.  These  qualities  and  qualifications  afford  a  sufficient  guar- 
anty that  the  children  intrusted  to  their  care  and  guidance  will 
receive  the  best  education  it  is  possible  to  impart  to  them. 

The  receipts  of  the  Institution  for  the  year  were   .    .    .  $60,649  03 

The  ordinary  current  expenses  were 55,855  36 

The  balance  unexpended  is 4,793  67 

This  shows  a  large  reduction,  compared  with  former  years,  in 
the  ordinary  current  expenses  of  the  Institution.  It  is  evident 
from  the  facts  before  stated,  and  will  more  fully  appear  by  an  ex- 
amination of  the  analysis  and  comparisons  contained  in  the  Super- 
intendent's report,  that  this  reduction  in  the  expenditures  has  been 
effected  since  the  act  of  March  6  went  into  practical  operation. 
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A  full  and  complete  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  the  Institution  for  the  year,  as  required  by  law,  will  be  found  in 
the  accompanying  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent,  to  which 
you  are  respectfully  referred,  as  also  for  a  detailed  and  itemized 
statement  of  all  the  business  transactions  of  the  year  ending  Octo- 
ber 31,  1879. 

The  number  of  pupils  received  and  the  number  discharged  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  also  the  number  remaining,  will  be  found  in  the 
accompanying  report,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number 
received  and  the  number  remaining  are  each  greater  than  in  any 
previous  year. 

The  cost  per  capita  for  ordinary  expenses,  deducting  therefrom 
the  cost  of  clothing  furnished  pupils,  which  is  paid  for  by  the  coun- 
ties from  which  the  pupils  receiving  them  come,  is,  for  the  year 
now  closed,  |159.62. 

If,  from  the  ordinary  current  expenses,  there  be  also  deducted 
the  amount,  $76. 22,  received  from  the  sales  of  hides,  tallow,  farm 
and  garden  products,  flowers,  and  from  other  sources,  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  State,  and  covered  into  the  general  fund,  as 
required  by  the  act  of  March  6,  1879,  the  wet  per  capita  cost  to  the 
State  is  $159.39. 

This  is  the  lowest  cost  per  capita  to  the  State  of  any  year  since 
1853. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  amount,  $55,000,  appropriated  by 
the  Legislature,  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  ordinary  current  ex- 
penses of  the  Institution  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  ending  October  31, 
1880,  unless  there  should  be,  in  the  meantime,  a  material  advance 
in  the  cost  of  supplies.  It  will  be  the  earnest  endeavor  of  the 
management  of  the  Institution  to  keep'  the  expenses  within  the 
limits  of  the  appropriation. 

The  amount  expended  during  the  year  for  repairs  upon  the 
buildings  and  for  permanent  improvements,  and  of  what  those 
repairs  and*  improvements  consist,  will  be  found  in  statements, 
separate  from  the  ordinary  expenses  in  the  Superintendent's  report. 

The  increased  number  of  pupils  admitted  and  in  attendance 
during  the  year,  the  increasing  demand  for  admission,  and  the  num- 
ber of  applicants  who  can  not  be  admitted  at  present  for  want  of 
capacity  and  accommodations  in  the  Institution,  force  the  convic- 
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tion  upon  our  minds  that  the  buildings  must  be  enlarged  in  order 
to  fully  meet  the  present  and  future  demands  upon  the  lustitution 
in  accomplishing  properly  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  established, 
the  education  of  the  mutes  of  Indiana. 

We  present  herewith  a  diagram  of  a  plan,  prepared  by  Edwin 
May,  architect,  for  contemplated  enlargements  of  the  buildings. 
The  cost  of  these  proposed  additions  to  the  buildings,  estimated  by 
him,  was  $56,367.69.  We  call  attention  to  these  to  show  how  the 
buildings  might  be  enlarged,  and  the  probable  cost  of  making  such 
improvements.  Whether  the  Board  would  deem  it  advisable  to 
adopt  this  plan,  or  some  other  one,  is  a  question  for  future  determi- 
nation, and  will  receive  proper  consideration  before  submitting  our 
next  annual  report,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  it  before  the  Legisla- 
ture, with  an  earnest  hope  that  it  will  receive  due  attention  by  that 
body,  and  a  sufficient  appropriation  be  granted  to  complete  the 
work  at  the  earliest  period  possible. 

Having  thus  briefly  presented  some  of  the  more  important  oper- 
ations connected  wnth  the  business  of  the  Institution  during  the 
year  that  has  closed,  we  refer  your  Excellency  for  full  details  of 
the  business  in  every  department  to  the  accompanying  annual  re- 
port of  the  Superintendent,  all  of  which  we  most  respectfully  sub- 
mit for  your  careful  consideration.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT

THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB. 


To  the  Board  of  Management  : 

Gentlemen  : — Peace,  happiness  and  prosperity  have  marked 
the  history  of  this  Institution  during  the  year  that  has  closed.  The 
changes  made  in  its  management  have  not  affected  in  the  least  de- 
gree its  quietude,  harmony  or  progress,  but  have  tended  rather  to 
stimulate  the  pupils,  teachers  and  employes  with  renewed  zeal  and 
determination  to  maintain  its  honor  and  integrity,  and  to  enhance 
its  practical  usefulness. 

Under  and  surrounded  by  such  influences,  aided  by  an  able,  ex- 
perienced and  efficient  corps  of  teachers,  punctual  in  the  discharge 
of  every  duty,  good  government  and  good  order  have  been  easily 
maintained,  and  diligence  in  study,  cheerfulness  in  labor  and  prompt 
compliance  with  the  regulations  by  the  pupils  secured  without  re- 
sort to  severity  of  punishment  to  enforce  obedience  to  law  or  com- 
pliance with  duty. 

Your  prompt  discharge  of  official  duty,  carefulness  and  scrutiny 
of  the  business  interests  and  transactions,  and  willingness  to  grant 
and  sustain  whatever  in  your  judgment  would  tend  to  promote  the 
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welfare  of  the  Institution,  have  contributed  largely  to  accomplish 
whatever  of  success  has  crowned  the  year. 

Uniform  good  health  has  prevailed,  and  no  deaths  during  the 
year  have  occurred  among  the  pupils.  About  the  10th  of  Septem- 
ber last,  Walter  W.  Angus,  one  of  the  teachers,  who  had  been  con- 
nected with  this  Institution  during  the  past  fourteen  years,  took 
sick  and  died,  of  pleuro-pneumonia,  on  the  23d  of  the  same  month. 
Mr.  Angus  was  a  man  that  stood  high  in  his  profession;  honorable, 
exact;  prompt  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  every  official  dnty. 
His  death  was  a  loss  to  the  Institution,  and  sincerely  lamented  by 
the  officers,  teachers  and  pupils. 

The  number  of  pupils  admitted  and  in  attendance  during  the 
year  is  greater  than  in  any  preceding  year  since  the  Institution  was 
established.  A  large  number,  whose  applications  remain  on  file, 
can  not  be  admitted  this  term,  and  new  applications  still  continue  to 
be  received,  thus  manifesting  not  only  the  faith  and  confidence  of 
the  people  in  the  Institution,  but  also  their  commendable  anxiety  to 
secure  for  the  children,  for  whom  they  are  intended,  its  privileges 
and  advantages. 

The  Institution  was  opened  on  the  17th  day  of  September,  for  the 
admission  of  pupils  to  the  present  term  of  the  school,  under  most 
favorable  auspices.  At  the  close  of  the  first  day  of  the  term  there 
were  forty-one  pupils  more  enrolled  than  on  the  corresponding  day 
of  the  preceding  term,  showing  an  increased  disposition  of  parents 
to  have  their  children  present  promptly  at  the  opening  of  the  ses- 
sion. All  the  pupils  should  be  present  within  the  first  few  days  of 
the  term  in  order  to  take  their  places  in  the  classes.  Every  pupil 
is  assigned  to  the  proper  class  before  the  term  begins ;  no  time  is 
lost  in  forming  classes  after  the  arrival  of  pupils.  On  reporting  at 
the  office  each  pupil  goes  to  the  proper  class  at  once,  and  on  the  first 
day  of  the  term  the  Institution  is  in  proper  working  order,  and 
teachers  and  pupils  at  once  enter  upon  the  labors  and  duties  of  the 
session,  consequently  every  day  a  pupil  is  detained  at  home  after  the 
opening  of  the  term  is  a  direct  loss,  and  those  who  arrive  late  have 
not  only  lost  their  time  and  opportunity  of  an  even  start  with  their 
class,  but  will  labor  under  more  or  less  disadvantage  during  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  Every  parent,  guardian,  or  person  whose 
duty  it  is,  should  see  to  it  that  the  children  are  sent  promptly  at  the 
beginning  of  the  term. 
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Parents  and  friends  of  the  children  that  are  sent  here  should  re- 
member that  in  this  Institution  there  is  no  "holiday  vacation,"  and 
pupils  taken  home  during  these  days  sustain  as  much  loss  as  if 
removed  for  the  same  length  of  time  during  any  other  part  of  the 
school  term.  It  is  better  that  parents  permit  their  children  to  re- 
main during  each  term,  as  the  time  they  may  enjoy  the  advantages 
the  Institution  affords  them  is  necessarily  limited,  and  when  the 
limit  is  reached  they  must  go  and  give  place  to  others  who  are 
equally  entitled,  and  waiting  to  enter  upon  their  education. 

HYGIENIC    CONDITION    OF    THE    INSTITUTION. 

During  the  vacation  every  part  of  the  interior  of  the  Institution 
was  thoroughly  cleansed,  and  the  walls  and  ceilings,  not  papered  or 
wainscoted,  of  every  room  and  passage-way,  from  attic  to  cellars, 
carefully  whitewashed,  except  the  chapel,  dining  room,  and  ceiling& 
of  the  main  halls.  These  were  painted,  as  was  also  the  wood-work 
throughout  the  buildings.  The  tunnels  from  the  engine-house  to 
main  buildings  were  renovated  and  disinfectants  freely  applied. 
The  sewer  leading  from  the  boys'  water-closets  to  the  main  sewer 
was  discovered  to  be  broken  in  many  places,  and  the  sewerage  per- 
meating the  ground  around  the  buildings,  and  passing  into  the  tun- 
nels, its  deadly  poison  to  be  carried  by  the  currents  of  heated  air 
and  distributed  through  every  part  of  the  buildings,  would  sooner 
or  later  have  caused  much  sickness,  if  not  an  epidemic. 

The  evil  was  promptly  remedied  by  removing  the  old  sewer,  and 
building  a  new  one  of  bricks  laid  in  cement,  and  forming  proper 
connections  of  all  the  waste-pipes.  Every  precaution  has  been  used 
to  remove  or  remedy  any  and  everything  in  and  about  the  build- 
ings that  would  tend  to  generate  disease,  and  the  Institution  is  be- 
lieved to  be  in  a  most  excellent  sanitary  condition. 

BUSINESS,    IMPROVEMENTS    AND    OKDINARY    REPAIRS. 

The  business  of  the  Institution  has  been  properly  systematized ; 
a  regular  set  of  books  have  been  opened  and  kept  by  the  Steward, 
thereby  securing  accuracy  in  every  detail  and  avoiding  errors  and 
mistakes  that  must  otherwise  occur  in  business  transactions  so  ex- 
tensive and  diversified. 

During  the  vacation  and  the  latter  part  of  the  year  seven  flights 
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of  new  stairs  were  put  up  in  the  front  building;  the  boys'  and  the 
girls'  study  rooms  were  re-floored  with  clear  ash  lumber,  laid  with 
lead  in  each  joint  and  oiled  with  linseed  oil  over  the  surface,  and 
the  walls  were  wainscoted  with  clear  ash,  capped  with  black  walnut 
and  varnished,  as  were  also  the  walls  of  the  halls  leading  to  the 
dining  room  and  chapel ;  the  floor  in  the  boys'  sick  room  was  re- 
laid  in  the  same  manner  as  those  in  the  study  rooms.  New  floors 
were  laid  in  the  boys'  wash  room  and  in  the  halls  in  the  basement, 
and  the  walls  wainscoted.  Three  sets  of  double  doors,  of  black 
walnut,  glass-paneled  and  finished  in  oil,  were  put  in  the  main  halls 
on  the  second  floor  of  the  front  building;  also  two  single  doors  oi' 
like  materials,  style  and  finish  were  put  in  the  hall  on  the  third 
floor.  The  two  verandahs  on  the  west  front  were  newly  roofed, 
new  floors  laid,  gutters,  down  spouts  and  iron  work  repaired,  all  the 
work  painted,  and  the  floors  sanded.  All  the  roofs  of  the  build- 
ings, gutters  and  down  spouts  were  thoroughly  repaired ;  new  steam 
pipes  leading  from  the  engine  house  to  the  front  building  were  put 
in  ;  an  addition  was  built  to  the  cow  stable  ;  new  fences  were  made ; 
a  new  sewer  was  built,  and  also  a  new  flue  in  the  greenhouse,  A 
large  amount  of  ordinary  repairing  about  the  buildings  and  grounds 
has  been  done,  the  cost  of  all  which  will  be  found  under  the  appro- 
priate headings  in  the  accompanying  statements. 

THE  SHOPS. 

The  work-shops  connected  with  the  Institution  were  designed  to 
be  used  as  a  means  of  imparting  to  the  boys  an  industrial  educa- 
tion, and  give  to  each  a  trade  by  which  he  may  be  enabled  to  make 
for  himself  an  honest  and  honorable  living  after  leaving  the  Insti- 
tution. 

Under  the  former  law  governing  the  Institution  the  shops  were 
self-supporting.  The  proceeds  arising  from  the  sales  of  manufac- 
tured articles  were  sufficient  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  shops  with- 
out drawing  from  the  current  expense  fund  of  the  Institution.  The 
act  approved  March  6,  1879,  requires  that  "  The  Superintendent 
shall  also  at  each  regular  meeting  make  out  and  file  with  the  Board 
a  complete  and  itemized  statement  of  all  money  received  since  his 
last  report  from  the  sale  of  hides,  tallow,  farm  or  garden  products 
or  flowers,  and  from  any  and  all  other  sources  whatever.        *  * 

*         *         *         *     Such  money  shall  be  by  him  at  that  timg  paid 

2— D.  &  D. 
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over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institution,  who  shall  give  his  receipt 
therefor,  and  shall  immediately  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  State,  who  shall  give  his  receipt  therefor,  and  cover  and 
transfer  the  amount  into  the  general  fund  of  the  treasury."  Also, 
the  act  approved  March  25,  1879,  provides  that  '^All  receipts  and 
earnings  of  the  Institution,  and  all  amounts  paid  by  counties  for 
clothing  for  inmates,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  covered  into  the 
State  Treasury."  Under  the  operation  of  these  laws  money  arising 
from  the  sale  of  manufactured  articles  could  not  be  applied  in  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  the  shops,  and  of  necessity  they  could  not 
be  self-supporting,  and  would  have  to  be  maintained  out  of  the 
current  expense  fund  of  the  Institution.  The  average  annual 
expenses  of  the  shops,  taking  the  two  preceding  years  as  a  basis,  is> 
about  $5,000. 

The  appropriation  made  by  the  last  Legislature  for  the  current  ex- 
penses of  this  Institution  for  the  year  begining  November  1,  1879, 
and  the  year  beginning  November  1, 1880,  is  for  each  year  $55,000, 
Taking  from  this  the  estimated  cost  of  maintaining  the  shops- 
(5,000),  and  it  leaves  $50,000. 

Under  the  former  law,  when  clothing  was  furnished  to  pupils^ 
the  accounts  therefor  were  returned  to  the  Treasurer  of  State,  col- 
lected by  him  from  the  counties,  and  the  amount  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  current  expense  fund  of  the  Institution.  Under  the 
present  law,  the  clothing  accounts  are  returned  to  the  Treasurer  of 
State,  by  him  collected  from  the  counties,  and  "covered  into  the 
general  fund  of  the  State  Treasury."  Under  the  former  law,  the 
Institution  received  back  from  the  counties  the  amount  of  money 
paid  for  clothing  pupils.  By  the  present  law,  the  State  receives  the 
money,  and  the  Institution  loses  it.  Whatever  amount  of  money 
may  be  necessary  to  pay  for  clothing  pupils  is  taken  from  the  cur- 
rent expense  fund  of  the  Institution,  and  by  this  amount  diminishes 
this  fund. 

Taking  the  two  preceding  years  as  a  basis  of  estimate,  the  aver- 
age cost  of  clothing  to  be  furnished  annually  would  be  about  $3,500. 
This  amount,  deducted  from  the  balance  of  the  appropriation,  after 
paying  the  shop  expenses,  would  leave  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Institution,  for  each  of  the  two  succeeding  years,  $46,500.  Can 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Institution  for  a  year  be  met  with 
$46,500?  was  a  question  that  demanded  a  probable  solution  in  ad- 
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vauce  of  an  actual  trial.  Taking  the  tMO  preceding  years,  when  the 
market  price  of  supplies  was  as  low  as  was  reasonable  to  expect 
during  the  coining  years,  and  excluding  shop  expenses  and  cost  of 
clothing,  the  average  annual  ordinary  expense  of  those  years  was 
found  to  be  $60,950.  From  this  it  was  not  reasonable  to  conclude 
that  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Institution  for  the  year  commenc- 
ing November  1,  1879,  or  the  succeeding  year,  could  be  met  by  a 
fund  amounting  to  $14,450  less  than  the  average  expense  of  the  two 
years  above  mentioned.  With  this  state  of  facts  before  them,  the 
alternative  presented  itself  to  the  Trustees,  either  to  close  the  shops, 
or  lease  them  on  the  best  terms  they  could  to  parties  who  would 
manage  them  carefully  and  properly,  and  give  the  required  instruc- 
tion to  the  boys  in  the  different  trades,  as  had  been  done  under  the 
management  by  the  Institution.  This  was  the  plan  adopted,  and 
the  shops  were  leased  for  two  years,  commencing  May  1,  1879,  to 
the  three  gentlemen  who  had  heretofore  been  employed  as  foremen 
in  them. 

Thus  far  the  results  have  certainly  been  as  favorable  as  could 
have  been  anticipated.  The  boys  have  been  as  carefully  instructed, 
and  they  have  been  as  diligent  and  industrious  as  under  their  man- 
agement by  the  Institution. 

Notwithstanding  these  favorable  results  from  a  forced  experiment, 
if  anything  should  transpire  that  would  cause  the  management  of 
these  shops  to  revert  to  the  Institution,  it  is  evident  from  the  facts 
before  stated,  that,  under  the  operatioos  of  this  law,  the  expense 
necessary  to  carry  on  these  shops  could  not  be  paid  from  the  small 
appropriation  made  for  current  expenses,  and  from  necessity  the 
shops  would  have  to  be  closed,  and  thereby  one  of  the  very  im- 
portant branches  of  education  in  this  Institution  would  be  cut  off. 

It  is  not  easy  to  discern  the  practical  purpose  nor  the  wisdom  of 
the  law  that  rendered  the  shops  non-self-supporting,  and  greatly 
endangered  one  of  the  most  important  branches  of  education  in  the 
Institution. 

It  is  fair  to  presume  that  the  leading  object  intended  to  be  accom- 
plished by  this  section  of  the  act  of  March  6,  was  to  exact  a  strict 
accountability  from  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  Institution  for  any 
money  received  by  them  from  any  source,  and  a  prompt  return  of 
it  to  the  State  Treasury,  and  thus  to  guard  against  any  improper  use 
or  misapplication  of  it.      This  object  of  the  law  is  highly  commend- 
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able,  and  could  have  been  attained  equally  as  well  by  a  slight  change 
that  would  have  obviated  any  possible  embarrassment  to  the  legiti- 
mate workings  of  the  Institution,  by  requiring  the  money  when 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury  to  be  credited  to  the  current  expense 
fund  of  the  Institution.  If,  from  any  unforseen  cause,  the  appro- 
priation should  prove  insufficient  for  the  necessary  current  expenses, 
this  accumulating  amount  might  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  deficiency, 
and  prevent  incurring  debts  by  the  Institution  or  drawing  on  the 
general  fund  of  the  State  Treasury.  If  no  necessity  for  using  this 
money  should  arise,  it,  with  any  unexpended  balance  of  the  appro- 
priation remaining  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  preceding  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Legislature,  should  be  covered  into  the  general  fund  of 
the  State  Treasury.  In  this  way  the  leading  purpose  of  this  section 
of  the  law  would  have  been  attained  without  its  objectionable  fea- 
tures. 

FARM    AND    GARDEN. 

The  products  of  the  farm  and  garden  for  this  year,  compared 
with  former  years,  are  about  an  average  yield.  The  quantity  and 
kind  of  products  are  given  in  the  accompanying  statements.  The 
farm  could  be  made  much  more  productive  by  proper  under-drain- 
ing, and  the  application  of  fertilizers.  I  earnestly  recommend  this 
to  your  favorable  consideration,  feeling  assured  that  whatever  ex- 
pense may  be  necessarily  incurred  will  be  more  than  compensated 
by  the  increased  productiveness,  whether  the  farm  be  used  for  the 
cultivation  of  cereals  or  for  a  dairy.

In  order  to  exhibit  more  clearly  the  financial  operations  of  the 
Institution  under  the  present  law  and  management,  compared  with 
the  former,  it  is  proper  to  make  the  following  statements : 

The  present  law  went  into  effect  March  6,  1879.  On  March  15 
the  present  Board  of  Trustees  met  and  organized,  and  on  the  28th 
of  the  same  month  they  held  their  first  regular  meeting,  and  passed 
upon  the  unfinished  business  of  the  former  Board,  so  that  the  law 
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did  not  go  into  practical  effect  until  about  the  1st  of  April.  The 
business  of  the  Institution,  therefore,  was  transmitted  under  the 
former  law  and  management  during  the  first  five  months  of  the 
fiscal  year — November  and  December,  1878,  January,  February 
and  March,  1879;  and  under  the  present  law  and  management 
during  the  months  of  April,  May,  June,  July,  August,  September 
and  October,  1879 — seven  months. 

The  ordinary  expenses  for  each  of  these  two  periods  of  the  fiscal 
year,  as  shown  by  the  records,  were  as  follows :

This  examination  and  exhibition  of  the  financial  operations 
of  the  Institution,  under  the  present  law  and  management, 
compared  with  the  same  under  the  former,  would  be  incom- 
plete were  the  number  of  pupils  maintained  during  these  periods  of 
time  not  considered  as  an  element  materially  affecting  the  relative 
expenses,  or  the  expenses  of  any  one  year  compared  with  the  ex- 
penses of  any  other  year.  Determining  from  any  given  data  the 
per  capita  expenses  of  any  year,  and  from  like  data  determining  the 
per  capita  expenses  for  any  other  year,  and  comparing  these,  affords 
the  most  accurate  means  of  ascertaining  the  increase  or  decrease  ia 
the  expenses  during  either  of  the  given  years. 
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Ascertaining  from  like  data,  in  each  year,  the  per  capita  expenses 
of  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1878,  and  the  pe7-  capita  ex- 
penses for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1879,  and  comparing 
them,  will  more  correctly  exhibit  the  decrease  in  expenses  during 
the  latter  year  than  is  done  by  the  foregoing  facts  and  figures. 

In  order  to  do  this  properly,  it  is  necessary  to  correct  an  error  in 
the  report  of  the  year  ending  October  31,  1878.  In  the  report,  as 
published,  the  annual  cost  per  capita  for  current  expenses  is  given 
at  $182.06,  upon  the  basis  that  average  attendance  of  pupils  during 
the  year  was  328.     The  records  show  that,  between  November  1, 

1877,  and  October  31,  1878,  the  highest  number  in  attendance  was 
323.  "  The  annual  cost  of  current  expense,"  exclusive  of  the  cost 
of  buildings  and  improvements  and  the  annual  cost  of  clothing,  is 
given  at  $59,715.76.  Taking  these  as  the  data,  the  true  cost^^e?' 
capita  for  Current  expenses  for  the  year  was  $184.87.  The  highest 
number   of  pupils   in  attendance,  between  the  1st  of  November, 

1878,  and  the  31st  day  of  October,  1879,  was  331.  The  annual 
cost  of  current  expenses  during  this  year,  exclusive  of  buildings 
and  improvements  and  annual  cost  of  clothing,  was  $52,834.57. 

Taking  these  numbers  as  the  data,  the  annual  cost  pe?-  capita  for 
current  expenses  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1879,  was 
$159.62,  or  $25.25  less  per  capita  than  during  the  year  ending  Octo- 
ber 31,  1878. 

The  aggregate  expenses  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1878, 
were  $62,997.99,  and  the  resources,  proper,  were  $61,427.83;  this 
would  have  left  a  deficiency  on  October  31,  1878,  amounting  to 
$1,570.16.  In  order  to  avoid  this,  it  seems  to  have  been  'necessary 
to  anticipate  the  resources  of  the  succeeding  year,  and  use  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  clothing  accounts  filed  against  counties  for  a  period  of 
eighteen  months,  instead  of  one  year,  as  appears  from  the  statement 
of  the  current  receipts  and  expenses  for  that  year.

This  last  item  of  $1,766.89  should  properly  have  gone  into  the 


resources  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1879,  but  was  used, 
as  appears,  to  cover  the  deficiency  of  $1,570.16  that  existed  in  the 
financial  transactions  of  the  preceding  year,  and  in  consequence  of 
this  it  was  thought  that  the  resources  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  Octo- 
ber 31,  1879,  would  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses, 
as  appears  by  the  following  statement :  "  The  appropriation  for  the 
present  year  will  not  be  quite  sufficient  to  defray  all  the  current 
expenses  and  keep  up  the  furnishing  and  repairs  to  its  close.  There 
will  be  a  deficiency  of  about  two  thousand  ($2,000)  dollars." 

It  is  proper  to  state  that  the  anticipated  deficiency  did  not  occur 
at  the  close  of  the  year  ending  October  31,  1879,  but  as  before 
stated,  a  balance  of  $4,793.67  remained  in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit 
■of  the  Institution. 

From  the  facts  above  given  for  the  purpose  of  fairly  presenting 
the  operation  of  the  act  of  March  6,  1879  in  relation  to  the  busi- 
ness interests  and  financial  transactions  of  this  Institution,  the  con- 
clusion must  be  drawn  that  its  effects  under  the  present  management 
have  been  eminently  beneficial. 

As  comprehensive  summaries  and  full  detailed  and  itemized 
statements  of  every  department  of  the  business  of  the  Institution 
may  be  found  in  the  accompanying  papers,  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to 
call  special  attention  further  to  particular  transactions  of  the  year. 

In  closing  this  part  of  the  repoi't  I  deem  it  proper  to  say  that  I 
attribute  the  success  and  favorable  results  that  have  blessed  and 
brightened  the  labors  of  the  year  to  the  cheerful,  earnest  efforts  and 
co-operation  of  the  teachers  and  officers,  under  that  providence 
whose  hand  by  wisdom  guides,  unseen,  all  things  to  good  and 
proper  ends. 

CONDITION   OF   THE    INMATES. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  is  excellent ;  no  prevailing  disease,  very 
few  being  sent  to  the  sick  rooms,  and  these  only  for  slight  ailments. 
The  morals,  conduct  and  obedience  of  the  pupils  are  good,  few  in- 
fractions of  the  rules  and  regulations  occur,  and  these  are  easily 
remedied.     Habits  of  study  and  industry  are  very  good. 

WANTS    AND    REQUIREMENTS    OF    THE    INSTITUTION. 

If  the  number  of  pupils  is  to  be  increased  in  the  future,  as  seems 
to  be  indicated  by  the  increasing  demand  for  admission,  it  will  be 
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necessary  to  enlarge  the  dining-room  in  order  to  furnish  proper  ac- 
€ommodations.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  sufficient  room  for 
the  pupils  in  attendance,  it  became  necessary  to  fit  up  a  separate 
dining-room  for  the  accommodation  of  the  officers  and  teachers 
boarding  in  the  Institution.  The  space  thus  gained  in  the  general 
dining-room  makes  it  about  sufficient  to  accommodate  the  present 
number  of  pupils,  and  a  larger  number  could  not  be  comfortably 
seated. 

The  sleeping  apartments  for  the  pupils  are  inadequate,  and 
whether  the  number  of  pupils  be  increased  in  the  future  or  not,  an 
increase  of  sleeping  apartments  is  a  necessity  at  the  present  time — 
too  many  have  to  sleep  in  the  same  rooms.  This  is  conducive 
neither  to  health  nor  comfort,  and  should  be  remedied  as  speedily 
as  possible. 

Another  want  of  the  Institution  is  a  large,  well-lighted  and  well- 
ventilated  sewing-room  for  the  girls.  The  one  occupied  at  the 
present  time  is  not  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  used. 

There  should  be  connected  with  this  Institution  a  reading-room 
for  the  boys  and  one  for  the  girls,  each  well  supplied  with  newspa- 
pers and  periodicals,  where  the  more  advanced  pupils  could  resort 
at  a  certain  time  each  day  and  cultivate  a  taste  for  reading  and  gain 
a  knowledge  of  the  current  events  that  are  daily  transpiring  around 
them.  This  would  tend,  not  only  to  cultivate  the  intellectual  fac- 
ulties, but  also  the  higher  social  qualities,  and,  in  the  meantime, 
they  would  gain  much  knowledge  and  information  that  would  be 
beneficial  to  them  when  they  leave  the  Institution  to  enter  upon 
the  duties  and  contests  of  life  alone. 

During  the  unpleasant  weather  in  the  autumn  and  spring  and  the 
winter  months  the  children  can  not  take  out-door  exercise  and  re- 
creation without  endangering  their  health,  and  they  have  to  remain 
in  parts  of  the  buildings  designed  for  and  adapted  to  other  pur- 
poses than  places  of  recreation  or  play.  During  these  months  the 
children  are  deprived  of  much  of  that  exercise  and  amusement  so 
necessary  to  them  for  the  enjoyment  of  good  health  and  proper 
physical  development. 

In  order  to  remedy  this  defect  and  to  meet  properly  the  wants  of 
the  Institution  in  this  respect,  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  two 
large  rooms  constructed  and  designed  for  this  purpose,  the  one  to 
be  used  as  a  gymnasium  by  the  boys,  and  the  other  as  a  place  of 
amusement  and  exercise  for  the  girls. 
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For  more  full  and  specific  information  in  relation  to  the  transac- 
tions of  the  Institution  during  the  year,  I  respectfully  refer  you  to 
the  accompanying  detailed  and  itemized  statements :

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


FOR    THE 


ADMISSION    OF   PUPILS 


I.  The  Institution  is  open  to  all  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  of  the 
State,  of  suitable  age  and  capacity  for  receiving  instruction,  free  of 
charge.  For  the  present,  and  until  additional  accommodations  shall 
be  provided,  boys  can  be  admitted  only  between  the  ages  of  twelve 
and  twenty-one ;  and  girls  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  nineteen. 

II.  Pupils  will  be  admitted  on  the  following  conditions:  1. 
The  pupil,  well  provided  with  clothes,  is  to  be  brought  to  the  Insti- 
tution punctually  at  the  commencement  of  each  session,  unless  de- 
tained at  home  by  his  or  her  sickness.  2.  The  pupil  is  to  remain 
in  the  school  until  the  last  Wednesday  in  June  in  each  year.  3. 
No  parent  or  guardian  shall  be  allowed  to  take  a  pupil  out  of  the 
school  in  session  time  without  assigning  satisfactory  reasons. 

III.  The  annual  sessions  of  the  school  commence  on  the  first 
Wednesday  after  the  15th  day  of  September,  and  close  on  the  last 
Wednesday  of  June.  Every  pupil  is  to  come  promptly  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  the  session,  and  is  to  remain  until  the  last  day  of  the 
same.     The  only  exceptions  allowed  are  cases  of  sickness. 

TV.  The  Institution  will  provide  for  each  State  pupil,  regularly 
admitted,  boarding,  lodging,  washing,  superintendence  of  conduct, 
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manners  and  morals,  medical  attendance,  instruction,  school  books, 
slates,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  school  room,  without 
charge,  but  will  not  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  pupils  in  coming 
to  or  returning  from  the  Institution,  nor  supply  them  with  clothing. 

V.  Those  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  the  necessary  clothing,  or 
whose  parents  neglect  to  supply  them,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the 
Superintendent  to  furnish  in  accordance  with  the  following  legisla- 
tive enactment :  "  That  when  the  pupils  of  the  Institution  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  are  not  otherwise  supplied  with  clothing,  they  shall 
be  furnished  by  the  Superintendent,  who  shall  make  out  an  account 
therefor,  in  each  case,  against  the  respective  counties  from  which 
said  pupils  were  sent,  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  forty  dollars  per 
annum  for  every  such  pupil,  which  account  will  be  signed  by  the 
Superintendent,  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Institution  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  Treasurer  of  State  shall  charge  the  ac- 
count thus  certified  to  the  county  from  which  the  pupil  was  sent, 
and  collect  the  amount  due  from  such  county  at  each  settlement 
with  the  Treasurer  thereof,  and  such  moneys  shall  be  covered  into 
the  general  fund  of  the  State  Treasury."     [Act  March  6,  1879.] 

"  Sec.  3.  When  such  account  shall  be  received  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  proper  county  (to  whom  it  shall  be  immediately  sent  upon 
its  reception  by  the  Treasurer  of  State  from  the  Superintendent), 
such  County  Treasurer  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
county  treasury  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State ;  and  such  County 
Treasurer  shall  collect  the  amount  of  such  account  from  the  estate 
of  such  pupil,  if  he  have  any,  by  suit,  if  necessary,  in  the  name  of 
the  county." 

VI.  Each  applicant  for  admission  should  come  well  supplied 
with  clothing,  and  on  all  articles  on  which  it  is  possible  to  mark 
the  name  of  the  pupil,  it  should  be  written  with  indelible  ink.  In 
all  cases,  except  those  clothed  by  the  county,  besides  the  ordinary 
supply  of  clothing,  the  applicant  should  deposit  with  the  Superin- 
tendent a  sum  not  less  than  five  dolhirs,  to  defray  incidental  ex-

penses,  repairs  of  shoes,  etc.,  any  part  of  which  remaining  unex- 
pended at  the  close  of  the  session  will  be  returned.  Each  pupil 
should  be  supplied  with  a  trunk. 

VII.  The  Institution  is  not  an  asylum,  but  a  school  of  learning; 
hence  no  one  can  be  admitted  or  retained  as  a  pupil  who,  from  sick- 
ness or  from  other  cause,  is  unable  to  pursue  his  or  her  studies  suc- 
cessfully. 

VIII.  The  course  of  study  in  the  Primary  Department  embraces 
spelling,  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography  and  grammar,  and 
ordinarily  requires  seven  years  to  complete  it.  All  the  pupils  who 
wish  it,  and  who  will  avail  themselves  of  it,  are  allowed  the  full 
benefit  of  this  course  of  study. 

IX.  For  the  benefit  of  those  who  wish  to  qualify  themselves  for 
teaching,  or  for  other  intellectual  pursuits,  the  Trustees  have  estab- 
lished a  High  Class,  and  adopted  a  course  of  three  years'  study  in 
the  sciences.  From  among  those  who  complete  the  Primary  course 
of  study  the  Superintendent  may  select  each  year  the  most  promis- 
ing pupils  and  admit  them  as  members  of  this  class. 

X.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees  to  render  the  pupils  self- 
supporting,  so  far  as  practicable,  and  that  every  pupil,  on  leaving 
the  Institution,  shall  be  proficient  in  some  useful  occupation  or 
trade,  so  as  to  be  able  to  procure  a  livelihood  without  reliance  on 
the  charities  of  others.  In  accordance  with  this  design,  all  the 
scholars  will  be  required  to  labor  a  portion  of  each  day — the  girls 
performing  the  lighter  kinds  of  housework  and  various  kinds  of 
needlework,  as  plain  sewing,  or  ornamental  work,  and  dressmak- 
ing ;  and  the  boys  at  various  trades,  the  necessary  work  about  the 
Institution,  and  in  the  cultivation  of  the  farm  and  garden. 

XL  All  business  letters  or  letters  of  inquiry  in  regard  to  pupils 
in  the  Institution,  or  those  whom  it  may  be  designed  to  place  there, 
should  be  addressed  to  Wm.  Glenn,  Superintendent  Institution  for 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 
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XII.  Those  persons  bringing  pupils  to,  or  taking  them  away, 
can  not  be  furnished  with  board  and  lodging  at  the  Institution. 

XIII.  No  pupil,  unless  under  extraordinary  circumstances,  can 
be  received  at  any  other  time  than  at  the  commencement  of  the 
session. 

XIV.  The  pupils  will  be  sent  home  to  spend  the  vacation,, 
which  extends  from  the  last  Wednesday  in  June  to  the  first  Wed- 
nesday after  the  15th  of  September.

TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


INDIANA  HOSPITAL  FOE  THE  INSANE. 

Wo  his  Excellency,  James  D.  Williams, 

Governor  of  Indiana  : 

In  a  law  passed  by  the  last  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  approved  March  6,  1879,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for 
the  appointment  and  confirmation  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Indiana 
Asylum  for  the  Blind,  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  for  the 
more  efficient  management  and  uniform  government  of  the  same," 
it  is  provided  in  section  one  that  the  Governor,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Senate,  may  appoint  a  board  of  trustees  for  each  institution, 
and  your  Excellency,  pursuant  thereto,  having  appointed  Dr.  R. 
H.  Tarleton,  of  Morgan  county,  and  Dr.  B.  F.  Spann,  of  Madison 
county,  and  John  Fishback,  of  Marion  county,  Trustees  of  the  In- 
diana Hospital  for  the  Insane,  they  now  submit  to  you  this  their 
first  annual  report,  the  thirty-first  of  the  institution. 

Section  nine  provides  that  they,  the  Trustees,  shall  make  a  re- 
port to  the  Governor  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  giving  a  full 
statement  of  their  receipts  and  disbursements  and  general  opera- 
tions during  the  year  preceding — the  number  of  inmates  received, 
discharged  and  remaining  in  the  institution,  cost  per  capita  for  the 
year,  the  estimated  cost  of  the  next  succeeding  year,  and  all  things 
necessary  to  show  the  condition  and  management  of  the  same,  to- 
gether with  any  recommendations  or  suggestions  they  may  deem 
proper  for  the  better  and  more  efficient  government  or  welfare 
thereof. 

In  such  report  they  shall  show  what  amounts  have  been  ex- 
pended for  repairs  upon  the  buildings  and  for  permanent  improve- 


ments  in  a  separate  account  from  that  of  the  ordinaiy  expense  of 
the  institution.      These  requirements  are  herein  complied  with. 

On  the  14th  day  of  March,  1879,  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  at 
the  hospital  and  completed  their  organization  by  the  selection  of 
Dr.  B.  F.  Spann  as  Secretary  and  Dr.  R.  H.  Tarleton  as  Treasurer 
of  the  Board.  On  April  28,  1879,  Dr.  O.  Everts,  then  Superin- 
tendent, submitted  to  the  Trustees  his  inventory  and  report,  as  re- 
quired in  section  four  of  the  law  passed  March  the  6th,  1879,  which 
inventory  and  report  was  examined  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.      A  synopsis  thereof  is  exhibited  in  the  following  tables  :

Owing  to  the  peculiar  wording  of  the  law,  the  above  facts  cover 
a  portion  of  two  fiscal  years,  and  the  report  of  the  present  Superin- 
tendent, comprising  not  only  that  portion  of  the  above  reports  from 
November  1,  1878,  but  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  Oc- 
tober 31,  1879,  proves  conclusively  that  the  appropriation  was  more 
than  ample  for  all  purposes.

The  law  requiring  "  detailed  and  itemized  "  accounts  of  all  trans- 
actions compelled  the  Trustees  to  employ  a  skilled  and  practical 
accountant,  under  whose  charge  a  complete  set  of  books  have  been 
opened,  under  the  following  general  heads  :  Real  estate,  machinery 
and  tools,  farm,  greenhouse,  house-furnishing  goods,  dispensary, 
fuel,  groceries,  crockery,  hardware  and  cutlery,  dry  goods,  bread- 
stuffs,  produce,  clothing,  meats,  provender,  vegetables,  stationery, 
appropriation  for  maintenance,  repairs,  furnishing  department  for 
women,  personal,  etc. 

On  the  13th  day  of  May,  1879,  Dr.  Orpheus  Everts  tendered  his 
resignation  as  Superintendent,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  was 
accepted,  and  Dr.  Joseph  G.  Rogers,  of  Madison,  Indiana,  was 
-chosen  as  his  successor,  and  on  the  7th  of  June  following  entered 
upon  his  official  duties. 

We  herewith  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  your  Excellency 
the  report  of  the  present  Superintendent,  Dr.  Joseph  G.  Rogers, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1879,  as  a  part  of  our  report, 
which  shows  the  general  and  financial  condition  of  the  Hospital  so 
fully  and  completely  that  we  think  it  only  necessary  to  call  atten- 
tion briefly  to  the  facts  therein  considered  by  him,  which  clearly 
exhibit  the  results  of  his  arduous  and  efficient  labors.

Of  this  balance,  $30,455.55  is  covered  back  into  the  State  Treas- 
ury, while  $3,450.98,  being  unexpended  amount  of  appropriation 
for  furnishing  Department  for  Women,  will  be  used  for  supplying 
furniture  and  fixtures  for  the  wards  of  that  department  as  may  be- 
required  by  the  increase  in  number  of  patients. 

The  construction  of  farm  barn  and  a  new  stable  was  rendered 
necessary  by  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  old  barn,  which  stood 
in  front  of  hospital  buildings.  The  cost  enters  into  the  following 
expense  of  permanent  improvements  and  repairs  :

Owing  to  the  constant  fluctuation  in  the  prices  of  articles  enter- 
ing into  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital,  it  is  quite  impossible  to 
arrive  at  any  correct  estimate  for  the  succeeding  year,  but  by  care 


the  Board  of  Trustees  hope  to  show  no  increase  at  least  of  the  cost 
of  maintenance,  and  that  the  appropriation  will  be  amply  sufficient. 

The  medical  history  of  the  year  is  very  fully  exhibited  in  the 
tables  and  commentations  thereon.  They  show  results  very  favor- 
ably comparable  to  those  of  the  past,  either  in  this  or  other  similar 
institutions.  During  the  year,  1,229  patients,  of  all  classes,  were 
under  treatment ;  of  these,  23. 6  per  cent,  have  recovered ;  5.6  per 
cent,  have  died.  The  remainder  have  either  been  discharged  more 
or  less  improved,  or  now  remain  in  the  Hospital.  As  in  former 
years,  there  has  been  a  gradual  increase  of  the  number  treated;  than 
last  year,  15  per  cent.  more.  Table  XIV.,  a  census  of  the  State's 
insane,  shows  that  there  are  about  2,200 :  629  in  Hospital,  1,447 
in  jails,  county  asylums  and  in  private  domicils.  This  bare  state- 
ment of  a  fact  is  a  foreshadowing  of  a  loud  expression  from  every 
county  in  the  State  of  the  great,  need  for  further  and  prompt  action 
for  the  benefit  of  the  insane  still  inadequately  protected  by  munici- 
pal and  county  care.  Even  when  the  present  intentions  of  the 
State  are  fully  carried  out,  and  nearly  1,400  are  gathered  together 
in  this  Hospital,  there  will  still  remain  800  needing  the  State's  care. 
The  allotment  of  quota  for  each  county  is  based^on  a  careful  calcu- 
lation of  population  and  Hospital  capacity,  as  it  existed  October  31, 
1879.  This  will  require  revision  after  the  entire  completion  of  the 
Department  for  Women. 

This  Board  has  assured  itself,  by  very  frequent  and  unofficial 
visits  to  all  parts  of  the  hospital,  that  the  care  of  patients  has  been 
in  the  strictest  accordance  with  the  highest  principles  of  humanity. 
The  greatest  possible  care  has  been  used  in  the  selection  of  new 
attendants,  and  in  superintending  the  management  of  those  already 
in  the  institution.  But  a  single  case  of  neglect  of  self-control  on 
the  part  of  an  attendant  has  been  observed,  and  that  met  with  a 
prompt  application  of  a  very  stringent  rule  discharging  any  one 
guilty  of  harshness. 

The  Board  is  satisfied  that  the  experience  of  the  Association  of 
American  Superintendents,  as  expressed  in  a  resolution  reiterated 
annually  for  many  years,  to  the  effect  that  some  form  of  mechanical 
restraint  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  well-being  of  the  patients 
in  some  cases,  is  worthy  of -recognition,  and  it  is  further  satisfied 
that  restraint  has  been  humanely  applied  in  this  institution,  not  ex- 
cessively, and  with  a  view  solely  to  the  good  of  the  patient.  They 
have  uniformly  been  found  to  be  well  cared  for  as  to  cleanliness  of 
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person  and  surroundings.  They  have  been  cheered  in  eveiy  way 
possible  compatible  with  their  condition.  They  have  been  well 
clothed,  mainly  by  their  own  friends  when  able,  but  by  the  Hospital 
when  otherwise. 

Their  bedding^  and  furniture  has  been  extensively  renovated  or 
renewed.  The  subsistence  has  been  improved  in  quality  and  quan- 
tity, costing  14  per  cent,  more  than  last  year,  though  purchased  at 
better  prices.  In  short,  they  feel  that  no  effort  has  been  spared 
to  fully  carry  out  the  golden  rule  with  reference  to  the  unfortunates 
entrusted  to  the  State's  care. 

The  organization  of  the  present  hospital  staff  and  general  force 
of  employes,  and  the  new  Department  for  Women  and  its  occupa- 
tion, are  fully  and  sufficiently  considered  in  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent, to  M'hich  reference  is  made. 

If  there  were  doubts  as  to  the  propriety  of  action  of  the  last 
Legislature  in  the  passage  of  the  bill  reorganizing  the  management 
of  the  Benevolent  Institutions,  such  doubts  should  be  removed  by 
the  results  of  the  operation  of  the  law  upon  the  finances  of  the 
institutions  alone. 

Section  8  provides  that  "The  Superintendent  shall,  at  or  about 
the  close  of  each  mouth,  make  out,  for  the  information  of  the 
Board,  an  itemized  statement  and  estimate  of  the  amount  and  kind 
of  purchases  required  for  the  next  succeeding  month.  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  solicit  competition  among 
dealers  for  the  sale  of  such  articles  and  goods  as  may  be  required, 
by  publication  or  otherwise,  and  to  this  end  they  shall  keep  such 
statement  and  estimate  open  to  public  inspection,  and  shall  give 
personal  attention  to  the  bids  for  and  the  purchase  of  such  articles 
and  goods,  and  use  their  best  endeavors  to  obtain  them  at  the  lowest 
public  prices." 

In  obedience  to  the  above  law,  the  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Hos- 
pital for  the  Insane,  together  with  the  Trustees  of  the  other  Benev- 
olent Institutions,  have  inaugurated  a  system  of  purchasing  supplies 
by  receiving,  about  the  last  of  each  month,  sealed  proposals  for  such 
purchases,  when  the  Trustees  of  all  of  the  Institutions  assemble  in 
a  joint  meeting  and  award  contracts  for  the  succeeding  month  to 
the  lowest  and  best  bidders. 

One  week  before  receiving  sealed  proposals,  the  estimates  for  sup- 
plies of  the  Superintendents'  are  placed  at  the  room  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  where  they  are  open  to  the  inspection  of  merchants  and 
the  public  in  general. 
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Quoting  the  following  advertisement  which  is  published  each 
month,  and  the  conditions  of  the  contract,  which  bidders  are  re- 
quired to  sign,  will  throw  more  light  on  the  mode  of  purchasing,  and 
show  how  well  the  public  interests  are  guarded  by  this  most  ex- 
cellent law:

The  conditions  upon  which  proposals  will  be  received,  and  the  kind,  quality  and 
quantity  of  supplies  required,  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  btatements  and  esti- 
mates open  to  public  inspection  at  the  above-named  place  on  and  after  Saturday, 
the  2ist  inst.

CONDITIONS  OF  CONTRACTS. 

SPECIFICATIONS. 

First  specification. — Each  article  to  be  furnished  shall  be  of  the  best  quality  of  its 
class. 

Second  Sptcification. — Bidders  shall  accompany  their  bids  with  samples  of  the  ar- 
ticles proposed  to  be  furnished  in  all  cases  in  which  it  is  practicable  to  do  so. 

Third  Specification, — All  articles  are  to  be  delivered  at  the  Institution  free  of  ex- 
pense, at  such  times  and  in  such  quantities  as  the  Superintendent  may  require,  and 
be  subject  to  rigid  inspection  by  him  or  other  proper  officers. 

Fourth  Specification. — Fresh  beef  is  to  be  furnished  in  quarters,  or  the  average  of 
■quarters,  with  an  equal  proportion  of  each  (neck  and  shanks  to  be  excluded)  in 
such  quantities  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  by  the  Steward,  and  on  such 
days  as  he  shall  designate. 

Fifth  Specification. — If  any  article,  on  inspection,  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
proper  officer,  be  found  inferior  to  that  required  by  the  contract,  he  shall  have 
power  to  reject  such  parts  or  the  whole  of  the  article  offered,  and  to  supply  the 
deficiency  by  purchase,  and  the  said  contractor  will  be  charged  with  the  difference 
of  cost. 

Sixth  Specification. — Bidders,  in  making  their  bids,  are  required  to  conform  to  the 
specification,  to  bid  only  for  such  articles  as  are  required  ;  to  make  separate  bids  on 
separate  blanks  for  each  Institution,  and  write  on  the  back  of  sealed  proposal  the 
name  of  the  Institution  for  which  it  is  intended. 

Seventh  Specification. — Bidders  should  make  extensions  of  prices  and  total  footing 
showing  the  sum  total  of  their  bids. 
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Eighth  Specificaiion. — Each  sample  should  have  the  name  of  the  bidder  distinctly 
marked  upon  it;  also  be  numbered  to  correspond  with  a  number  on  the  bid. 

Ninth  Specification. — The  bidders  will  be  required  to  seal  their  proposals  and  de- 
liver them  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Tenth  Specification. — Bidders  will  be  required  to  give  bond  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance  of  their  contracts,  with  approved  security,  and  it  will  be  required  that 
the  names  of  their  proposed  bondsmen  accompany  their  bids. 

Eleventh  Specification. — In  each  case  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids  is  reserved 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  will,  in  their  discretion,  determine  between  the  best 
and  lowest  bidders. 

Twelfth  Specification. — All  payments  for  supplies  contracted  for  will  be  made 
monthly  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  the  results  of  the  mauagement  under  the 
present  law,  it  will  be  necessary  to  institute  a  comparison  with  the 
results  of  management  under  the  former  law.  For  instance :  The 
disbursements  for  the  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  October  31,  1878,  according  to  the  record  of  the 
Trustees  and  vouchers  on  file,  were  $144,369.83,  or  $12,030.82  per 
month,  exclusive  of  revenue  from  sales  or  donations.  Again,  for  the 
first  five  months  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1879,  under 
the  former  law,  it  cost,  for  maintenance  and  repairs,  $60,295.51,  or 
$12,059.10  per  month,  exclusive  of  revenue  from  donations,  while 
the  last  seven  months  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1879, 
cost  $57,483.17,  or  only  $8,211.88  average  per  month.  The  dif- 
ference, as  compared  with  the  cost  per  month  for  the  year  1878,  is 
$3,818.94  less  per  month,  or  as  compared  with  the  first  five  months 
of  the  fiscal  year  1879  it  is  $3,847.22  less  per  month,  or  as  com- 
pared with  the  twelve  months  of  the  year  1878  and  the  first  five 
months  of  the  year  1879,  seventeen  months  previous  to  the  opera- 
tion of  the  new  law,  it  is  $3,827.26  less  per  month,  or  at  the 
rate  of  $45,927.12  per  annum. 

At  the  same  time  that  the  expense  for  general  maintenance  has 
been  mateiially  lessened,  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  this  has 
not  been  done  by  sacrificing  the  Avelfare  and  comfort  of  the  inmates 
by  the  practice  of  a  false,  pinching  economy  in  the  purchase  of  sub- 
sistence. 

The  Superintendent's  subsistence  exhibit  shows  that  for  the  same 
population  the  disbursement  for  food  during  the  fiscal  year  was 
t,454.31,  or  14  per  cent,  more  than  during  the  previous  year.

A  comparison  with  other  years  is  impossible,  as  no  subsistence 
records  are  available  of  a  later  date  than  1868. 

The  expense  to  counties  for  clothing  during  the  seven  months 
of  operation  of  the  law  of  1879,  $3,559.15  (see  clothing  report), 
is  proportionately  60  per  cent,  less  than  formerly.  It  must  not  be 
inferred  that  the  supply  of  clothing  to  inmates  has  been  correspond- 
ingly reduced.  A  majority  of  the  patients  are  now  supplied  by 
friends  and  relatives  who  are  abundantly  able  to  do  so.  In  every 
case  where  such  ability  has  not  existed,  the  Hospital  maintenance 
fund  has  been  drawn  upon  to  supply  the  deficiency  liberally.  In 
this  conjunction  it  is  to  be  noted  that  this  disbursement  is  not  re- 
turned to  the  credit  of  the  Institution,  but,  under  the  operation  of 
the  new  law  stops,  in  the  general  fund  of  the  State  Treasury,  and 
may  be  considered  as  practically  covered  back  therein. 

In  every  case  in  which  clothing  is  supplied  by  guardians  the  dis- 
bursement therefor  is  made  among  the  merchants  of  the  counties  to 
which  -the  patient  belongs,  and  remains  at  home,  so  to  speak,  instead 
of  being  eventually  collected  from  the  county  treasuries  and  cen- 
tralized into  the  general  fund. 

The  question  of  politics  in  connection  with  the  State's  Benevo- 
lent Institutions,  during  the  past  year,  has  had  a  very  extensive 
discussion.  In  the  main  such  discussion  has  been  based  on  a  mis- 
understanding of  facts  and  on  a  false  appreciation  of  the  relation 
which  politics  must  necessarily  bear  to  the  control  of  State  Institu- 
tions of  every  class,  whether  benevolent  or  otherwise. 

The  very  fact  that  they  are  State  Institutions,  supported  by  the 
State  and  controlled  by  laws  made  by  the  State's  Legislature,  cer- 
tainly a  political  body,  and  the  further  fact  that  they  always  have 
been  managed  directly  by  that  class  of  citizens  to  which  has  beers 
delegated  the  duty  of  directing  the  affairs  of  State,  in  other  words, 
politicians,  would  appear  to  conclusively  show  that  politics,  or  the 
science  of  State  government,  must  necessarily  be  as  largely  consid- 
ered in  the  management  of  this  class  of  State  Institutions  as  in  re- 
lation to  any  other  class. 

But  that  only  the  purest  and  best  of  political  principles  should 
apply  in  their  direction  is  especially  needful  where  the  welfare  of 
the  unfortunate  and  helpless  wards  of  the  State  is  so  completely 
involved. 

The  application  of  the  false,  selfish,  deceitful,  intriguing  system 
of  schemes,  with   collective  or  individual  self-aggrandizement  for 
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the  sole  aim,  often  dignified  by  the  name  of  politics,  should,  on 
the  other  hand,  be  opposed  by  every  citizen  who  has  his  State's  in- 
terest at  heart,  or  who  can  feel  a  sentiment  of  charitable  pity  for 
his  unfortunate  brothers. 

Again,  that  political  responsibility  should  be  centralized  and  tan- 
gible is  a  most  important  principle,  and  one  that  must  be  in  the 
foundation  of  every  good  piece  of  statesmanship.  The  control  of 
affairs  having  been  delegated  in  the  ordinary  course  of  public  ac- 
tion, the  delegates  should  be  charged  also  with  a  relative  responsi- 
bility, and  that  this  may  be  just,  their  methods  should  not  be  tram- 
meled by  an  admixture  of  antagonistic  and  irresponsible  elements, 
which,  while  appearing  to  the  careless  observer  as  an  evidence  of  a 
generous  non-partisan  principle,  really  opens  the  way  for  the  in- 
troduction of  those  false  and  pernicious  rules  of  action  which  have 
reflected  so  much  odium  upon  statesmanship  in  general ;  or,  if  this 
does  not  follow,  antagonisms  hurtful  to  the  public  interests  arise,  or 
the  more  powerful  arm  of  the  ostensibly  liberal  coalition  paralyzes 
the  weaker,  and  then  uses  its  surplus  might  with  every  license  un- 
-der  the  cover  of  an  apparent  representation  of  the  interests  of  all 
parties — a  situation  in  which  responsibility  can  attach  to  no  one,  a 
.situation  most  certainly  to  be  avoided. 

Good  and  pure  politics  can  but  promote  the  best  interests  of  any 
and  all  public  institutions.  A  direct  party  responsibility  to  the 
people  of  the  State,  an  avoidance  of  party  or  personal  coalitions  in 
order  to  make  responsibility  possible,  and  such  a  system  of  man- 
agement as  will  justify  a  challenge  to  open  and  full  inspection  of 
•every  detail.  These  are  the  elements  of  such  a  political  system  as 
will  bear  not  only  philosophical  scrutiny,  but  the  harder  ordeal  of 
practical  trial. 

While  congratulating  the  people  of  Indiana  on  the  successful 
application  of  the  law  of  1879  to  the  management  of  the  Indiana 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  it  would  be  doing  great  injustice  to  the  Su- 
perintendent, Dr.  Rogers,  and  his  staff  of  assistants,  Drs.  Walker, 
Thomas,  Smith  and  Hubbard,  to  close  this  report  without  recog- 
nizing their  ability  and  entire  devotion  to  the  sacred  work  which 
has  been  given  them  to  do.  From  frequent  and  close  observation, 
the  Trustees  are  convinced  that  these  gentlemen  have  directed  their 
whole  energy  toward  the  achievement,  in  the  highest  degree,  of  the 
welfare  and  comfort  of  the  unfortunates  under  their  charge,  and 
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that  they  have  succeeded  well  in  their  effort  the  clinical  records  of 
the  hospital  afford  most  satisfactory  evidence. 

The  more  strictly  medical  portion  of  the  Superintendent's  report 
shows  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  acme  of  progress  has  not  been 
reached  in  the  treatment  of  the  diseases  of  the  mind,  and  that  a 
record  of  fifty  per  cent,  of  recoveries  upon  those  admitted  during 
the  year  should  encourage  the  hope  of  progressively  better  results. 
To  Messrs.  M.  L.  Stansbury,  bookkeeper  and  store-keeper,  and 
his  assistants,  J.  M.  Myers  and  C.  E.  Crawley,  are  especially  due 
the  thanks  of  the  Board  and  the  State  for  the  thorough  manner  in 
which  the  accounts  of  the  Institution  have  been  kept,  and  the  care 
with  which  the  supplies  have  been  managed  in  their  receipts  and 
issues.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

TO  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES, 
For  Fiscal  Year  1879. 


To  tlie  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane  : 

In  accordance  with  the  act  regulating  Benevolent  Institutions,  ap- 
proved March  6,  1879,  as  Superintendent  of  this  hospital  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Pursuant  to  appointment,  I  assumed  management  on  the  seventh 
day  of  June  of  this  year.  A  report  of  property,  real  and  personal, 
of  all  expenditures,  of  clothing  supplied,  of  money  received  from 
all  sources,  and  of  the  general  history  and  condition  of  the  institu- 
tion for  the  preceding  part  of  the  fiscal  year  has  been  presented  by 
my,  predecessor  to  your  honorable  body,  in  compliance  with  the 
above  act,  and  a  strict  construction  of  section  4  of  the  same  law 
would  justify  me  in  confining  my  consideration  of  the  aifairs  of  the 
hospital  to  that  period  during  which  I  have  had  the  charge.  Hav- 
ino",  however,  collected  the  needed  data,  I  have  endeavored  to 
present  the  history  of  the  whole  fiscal  year  as  fully  as  possible. 

MEDICAL    HISTORY. 

As  far  as  this  is  purely  medical,  the  following  tables  will  exhibit, 
in  a  condensed  form,  all  that  is  worthy  of  your  consideration.

Table  XI.,  showing  duration  of  treatment  in  cases  terminating 
fatally  during  the  year,  illuminates  the  fact — and  it  is  a  mournful 
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fact — that  many  are  brought  to  the  hospital  when  ahnost  in  articulo- 
itnortis.  This  is  a  course  of  action  much  to  be  decried,  for  often  the 
fatigue  of  long  and  rough  journeys,  often  in  wagons  over  hard  roads, 
superadded  to  the  exhaustion  of  acute  mania,  is  the  immediate 
cause  of  death.  The  administration  recommepds  that  maniacal 
cases  be  sent  to  the  hospital  as  soon  as  the  condition  is  fully  devel- 
oped, in  order  that  mental  and  bodily  rest  may  be  secured  before 
exhaustion  is  too  pronounced  to  be  relieved.

Table  XIII.,  giving  number  of  deaths  and  causes  therefor,  re- 
quires special  notice. 

As  shown,  the  greatest  fatality  attends  acute  mania,  a  condition 
in  which  vitality  is  rapidly  exhausted,  unless  a  certain  amount  of 
rest  and  nourishment  to  both  body  and  brain  is  supplied.  This  is 
rarely  ever  successfully  done  in  private  practice,  and  hence  the 
force  of  a  previous  suggestion  to  send  such  cases  to  hospital  as  soon 
as  developed.  Active  and  intelligent  medical  interference  must  be 
resorted  to  for  the  attainment  of  rest,  first,  and  nourishment  soon 
afterwards ;  otherwise,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  the  patient  soon 
succumbs.  Many  of  the  twenty  deaths  from  this  type  of  disease 
were  directly  attributable  to  a  lack  of  prompt  action,  many  of  them 
dying  within  a  few  hours  or  days  after  admission. 

Deaths  occurring  in  the  chronic,  melancholic  and  maniacal  cases 
are  attributable  to  a  variety  of  pathological  cerebral  conditions, 
complicated  indefinitely  with  general  physical  exhaustion. 

No  pathological  studies  have  as  yet  been  made  in  this  institution, 
but  it  is  the  intention  of  the  administration  to  devote  full  attention 
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to  this  important  line  of  research  as  soon  as  needful  arrangements 
for  that  purpose  can  be  made.  Be  it  understood,  however,  always 
with  consent  of  friends. 

During  July,  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  cases  of  acute  dysen- 
tery occurred,  of  varying  intensity.  Of  these,  five  men  died.  A 
carefully-made  consolidated  record  of  all  these  cases,  taken  in  con- 
sideration with  the  daily  temperature  report,  which  has  been  kept 
since  July  1st,  shows  that  increased  heat  has  been  a  powerful  factor 
in  the  causation  of  this  endemic  which  has  appeared  annually  at 
this  time  for  years. 

As  further  shown  in  the  table,  consumption  is  of  frequent  occur- 
rence among  the  insane,  the  almost  invariably  existing  physical 
debility  being  a  potent  provoker  of  general  malnutrition. 

Seven  deaths  from  general  paralysis  have  been  found  on  the 
records  of  the  year.  This  is  a  rather  rare  type  of  disease,  and 
the  number  exhibited  is  remarkable.

Note. — Jasper  reported  "no  insane."     Whitley  and  Lagrange  made  no  report. 

Table  XIY.  is  a  census  of  the  insane  population  of  the  State. 
It  shows  the  aggregate  of  those  cared  for  in  jails,  county  asylums 
and  by  private  individuals  to  be  fourteen  hundred  and  fifty-three 
(1,453);  in  this  hospital,  six  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (629).  The 
•data  on  which  this  table  was  based  were  obtained  by  direct  cor- 
respondence with  the  various  county  officers  of  the  State,  and  the 
administration  of  this  institution  desires  here  to  express  its  grate- 
ful acknowledgment  of  the  promptness  and  thoroughness  of  the 
general  response. 

The  recent  opening  of  the  new  Department  for  Women  gave  the 
Hospital  a  capacity  for  nine  hundred  and  eighty  patients.  During 
this  month  (November,  1879)  this  capacity  will  be  increased  to 
eleven  hundred.  Additional  accommodation  must  be  waited  for 
until  another  General  Assembly  provides  for  it. 
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Upon  this  capacity  and  the  relative  population  of  the  various 
counties  of  the  State  has  been  based  a  calculation  of  the  proportion 
of  inmates  to  which  each  county  is  entitled,  as  shown  in  the  table. 
It  is  to  be  fully  understood,  however,  that  according  to  section  27 
of  the  act  approved  January  15,  1852,  and  still  in  force,  "the  Com- 
missioners may,  in  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion,  give  prefer- 
ence to  recent  cases  from  one  county  to  chronic  cases  from  another 
county."  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  whole  of  this 
admirable  law,  which  has  shown  itself  to  be  fully  sufficient  during 
a  period  of  twenty-seven  years,  with  little  or  no  needful  alterna- 
tion, and  which  to  the  present  day  continues  to  be  the  rule  of 
action  of  this  institution  in  the  selection  of  cases  for  admission. 

TREATMENT  OF  PATIENTS. 

In  general  terms,  I  wish  to  state  that  acute  maniacal  cases  have 
been  actively  treated,  with  a  view  to  speedily  securing  rest  of  mind 
and  body,  restoration  of  normal  blood  circulation  in  brain,  and  ab- 
lation of  the  eccentric  functional  and  organic  disorders  almost  inva- 
riably existing. 

In  the  sub-acute  and  chronic  forms  of  mania  much  good  has  re- 
sulted from  efforts  directed  toward  the  improvement  of  general  nu- 
trition. To  this  end,  plenty  of  good  and  well  cooked  food,  with 
exercise  short  of  fatigue,  have  been  associated  with  the  no  less 
important  medicinal  agencies.  Even  commencing  dementia  has 
sometimes  disappeared  before  the  influence  of  such  a  course  care- 
fully and  persistently  applied. 

The  most  approved  pathology  of  the  present  day  supports  the 
theory  that  material  lesion,  centric  or  eccentric,  is  the  basis  of  every 
condition  and  type  of  mental  alienation.  In  short,  that  insanity  is 
not  a  disease  per  se,  but  rather  the  symptom  of  disease,  either  di- 
rectly in  the  brain  or  indirectly  induced  by  conditions  existing  in 
other  parts  of  the  body. 

In  accordance  with  this  view,  it  has  been  the  object  of  treatment 
to  discover,  first,  if  possible,  the  character  and  location  of  the  ma- 
terial change,  and  then  to  attempt  its  correction  by  an  active  but 
cautious  use  of  well-tried  agencies  of  a  positive  and  tangible  sort. 
Fatally,  one  or  both  are  often  impossible,  but  even  when  after  a 
time  this  seems  indubitably  so,  in  some  cases  persistence  is  reward- 
ed, and,  to  a  certain  extent  at  least,  apparently  dead  reason  is  reviv- 
ified.

Melancholy,  in  its  various  forms,  has  been  managed  by  sustain- 
ing and  reconstructive  measures  solely.  Certain  specific  agents 
have  been  given  important  parts  in  the  treatment  with  satisfactory 
results. 

The  effects  of  chronic  alcoholism  and  the  opium  habit,  both  po- 
tent causes  of  insanity,  have  been,  in  nearly  every  case,  readily  and 
speedily  removed  by  a  specific  management,  the  details  of  which 
would  be  out  of  place  in  this  report.  In  reference  to  remedial 
agents  of  pharmical  sort,  I  will  say  that  chloral  is  but  sparingly 
used,  opium  scarcely  at  all,  and  that  all  other  direct  narcotics  are 
avoided  as  a  general  rule.  Alcohol  in  its  various  forms  is,  as  much 
as  possible,  tabooded  i-n  all  classes  of  cases  excepting  those  primarily 
of  an  asthenic,  anaemic  and  non-congestive  type,  and  such  get  it 
only  in  small  quantity. 

The  best  criticism  on  the  treatment  is  afforded  by  a  consideration 
of  the  statistics,  which  shows  that  fifty  per  cent,  very  nearly  of  the 
number  of  those  admitted  have  been  discharged  recovered.  Of 
these,  it  must  be  remembered,  however,  a  certain  proportion  may 
return  on  account  of  recurrence.  Unfortunately,  too,  there  are 
many  chronic  cases  in  hospital  on  whom  any  kind  of  treatment  look- 
ing to  cure  would  be  wasted — long  years  of  mental  decrepitude  have 
left  the  stamp  of  hopeless  incurability. 

CLINICAL  RECORDS. 

With  a  view  to  the  preservation  of  the  medical  history  of  every 
case,  I  have  introduced  the  general  use  of  a  system  of  combined 
prescription  and  clinical  record  books  for  every  ward,  so  arranged 
that  when  filled  they  can  be  placed  in  the  library  as  a  store  of  im- 
portant facts. 

MORAL  TREATMENT. 

As  regards  moral  treatment,  no  attempts  are  made  to  coax  or 
force  minds  to  act  normally  as  long  as  the  machine  that  thinks  is  in 
need  of  repair.  When  the  material  brain  is  restored  to  health, 
then  its  mysterious  immaterial  workings  will  be  normal,  and  not  till 
then.  Pleasant  social  and  material  surroundings  are  necessary  to 
general  well  being,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  secure  such  as  far  as 
circumstances  allow.  Outdoor  walks  in  pleasant  weather,  a  little 
work  for  both  men  and  women,  when  willing  and  able,  amusements 
of  various  kinds  in  wards  and  elsewhere,  books  and  journals;  these 
are  the  distractions  at  present  afforded,  and  efforts  are  being  made 
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to  vary  these  still  further.  Several  of"  the  clergymen  of  Indianap- 
olis have  kindly  offered  to  conduct  quiet  religious  services  with 
short  homilies  in  the  chapel  Avhenever  called  upon.  A  dramatic 
and  musical  club  has  been  organized,  and  have  presented  very 
praiseworthy  amusements  for  both  attendants  and  patients.  A  ten- 
pin  alley  and  billiard-room  are  among  the  contemplated  additions 
for  this  purpose.  In  short,  no  effort  will  be  spared  to  make  the  res- 
idence agreeable  to  those  whose  faculties  are  only  disturbed,  and  ta 
afford  awakening  influences  for  those  who  have  eyes  but  see  not, 
and  have  ears  but  hear  not. 

The  system  of  restraint  for  the  most  violent  patients  is  of  the 
most  humane  and  comfortable  kind ;  is  used  as  little  as  possible, 
never  without  the  knowledge  of  the  physician  at  the  time,  and  only 
for  a  time.  Its  main  elements  consist  of  a  crib  to  sleep  or  lie  in, 
the  strong  chair  to  sit  in,  and  the  belt  or  gloves  to  prevent  damage 
to  self  or  others.  Some  form  is  indispensable,  and  these  have 
proven  themselves  to  be  at  the  same  time  efficient  and  comfortable. 

Patients  are  classified  in  such  manner  as  to  avoid  mutually  dis- 
turbing each  other  as  far  as  possible ;  each  has  a  well-warmed, 
lighted  and  ventilated  room,  a  very  comfortable  bed,  an  ample  num- 
ber of  hours  for  sleep  (ten  and  a  half),  and  opportunities  and  places 
for  rest  in  day-time.  Each  ward  has  its  own  dining-room,  to  which 
food  is  supplied  from  the  general  kitchens.  Its  character  is  shown 
by  the  following  menu  for  a  week  in  October  of  this  year,  which  is 
an  extract  from  the  housekeeper's  regular  bill-of-fare  register  :

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ORGANIZATION. 


When  I  assumed  charge  of  the  hospital  in  June,  the  medical 
staiF  consisted  of  Drs.  J.  C.  Walker  and  W.  J.  Elstun,  respectively 
first  and  second  assistant  physicians,  one  having  charge  of  over 
three  hundred  female  patients,  the  other  of  over  three  hundred 
males.  This  being,  in  my  opinion,  an  insufficient  force  for  that 
number  of  patients,  and  in  view  of  the  anticipated  great  increase  of 
inmates  at  an  early  date  and  the  onerous  work  devolving  upon  my- 
self in  the  preparation  and  organization  of  the  new  department  for 
women,  I  asked  your  honorable  body  for  authorization  to  employ 
additional  medical  assistance.  This  request  was  granted.  All  can- 
didates whose  applications  were  on  file,  eighteen  in  number,  were 
invited  to  appear.  Most  of  them  did  so,  and  in  your  presence  were 
subjected  to  a  strict  general  and  medical  criticism  by  myself.  Out 
of  the  number  securing  the  best  record  I  subsequently  selected,  ac- 
cording to  that  record.  Dr.  A.  J.  Thomas,  of  Vincennes,  W.  H. 
Hubbard,  of  Indianapolis,  and  J.  N.  Smith,  of  Goshen,  which  se- 
lections you  unanimously  confirmed.  These  gentlemen  reported  for 
duty  as  they  were  called  upon,  and  have  all  been  on  the  staff  since 
August  1  of  the  fiscal  year.  Drs.  Thomas  and  Hubbard,  as  respect- 
ively first  and  second  assistant  physicians,  have  had  charge  of  the 
male  patients,  and  Drs.  Walker  and  Smith,  in  the  same  relation,  of 
the  females.  Dr.  W.  J.  Elstun  continued  to  render  efficient  service 
in  the  male  department  until  the  first  of  October,  when  he  retired 
from  the  hospital.  On  the  opening  of  the  new  department  for 
women  Drs.  Walker  and  Smith  were  transferred  thither,  with  all 
the  female  patients,  Drs.  Thomas  and  Hubbard  remaining  in  the  old 
hospital,  now  known,  according  to  law,  as  the  Department  for  Men. 

The  organization  at  present,  in  addition,  consists  of  two  apotheca- 
ries, a  supervisor  and  supervisoress  and  their  subordinate  corps  of* 
attendants,  who  have  direct  charge  of  wards  and  patients,  the  sub- 
sistence, laundry,  farm,  garden,  mechanical,  engineer  and  house- 
keeping forces,  all  under  charge  of  efficient  heads;  and  last,  but 
among  the  most  important,  Mr,  Marcus  L.  Stansbury  and  his  as- 
sistants, Messrs.  Jno.  Meyers  and  Chas.  Crawley,  book  and  store- 
keepers. The  number  on  the  roll  at  present  is  one  hundred  and 
ninety,  as  few  as  can  satisfactorily  accomplish  the  labor  incident  to 
the  care  of  the  great  number  of  helpless  people  now,  or  about  to  be, 
inmates  of  the  institution.     I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  state  that

the  general  morale  of  the  whole  force  is  most  satisfactory.  The 
stringent  rules  of  organization  are  rarely  disregarded.  The  moral 
atmosphere  is  good,  and  all  seem  ambitious  to  excel  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  respective  duties. 

DEPARTMENT  FOR  WOMEN. 

The  building  ordered  to  be  constructed  by  an  act  approved  March 
11,  1875,  to  be  known  and  used  solely  as  the  department  for  women, 
was,  about  the  15th  of  October,  of  this  year,  completely  finished, 
excepting  two  sections  of  the  north  wing,  and  was  on  that  day,  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  the  same  act,  formally  opened  and  trans- 
ferred, as  far  as  completed,  to  the  charge  of  your  honorable  body 
by  His  Excellency,  Governor  James  D.  Williams,  as  President  of 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Indiana  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Pro- 
visional Board,  under  whose  management  the  construction  has  pro- 
gressed thus  far.  On  the  21st  day  of  October  the  entire  number  of 
female  patients,  their  attendants,  physicians  and  the  necessary  sub- 
ordinates and  administration  force,  were  removed  from  the  old  hos- 
pital and  therein  installed.  Twelve  wards  in  the  south  wing  now 
contain  three  hundred  patients.  The  four  wards  in  the  first  section 
north  will  be  occupied  within  the  month  of  November  current.  At 
that  time  the  capacity  of  this  department  will  give  accommodation 
for  four  hundred  and  sixty  (460)  patients,  and  as  before  stated,  the 
entire  capacity  of  the  department  for  men  will  be  six  hundred  and 
forty  (640),  in  all  eleven  hundred  (1,100). 

This  structure  is  admirably  adapted  to  give  every  comfort  to  pa- 
tients. It  has  every  possible  facility  for  light,  warmth  and  ventila- 
tion. Food,  prepared  in  the  most  approved  apparatus,  can  be  read- 
ily delivered  by  hydraulic  elevators  to  the  dining-rooms,  of  which 
€ach  ward  has  its  own,  where  it  can  be  kept  warm  indefinitely  by 
being  placed  on  steam  tables.  The  table  service  is  strong  and  plain, 
but  neat.  The  tables,  of  ash,  with  polishc^  walnut  tops,  are  rubbed 
at  short  intervals  with  shellac  and  oil,  and  the  native  beauty  of  the 
wood  is  substituted  for  the  products  of  the  weaver's  art  in  most 
wards.  A  china  closet  and  scullery,  with  hot  and  cold  water,  com- 
plete the  conveniences  here.  A  shute  for  soiled  clothing  and  another 
for  dust  carry  these  materials  to  the  basement  into  locked  rooms. 
Each  ward  has  one  or  more  bath-rooms,  lavatories  and  water-closets, 
supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water.     Each  bed-room  contains  one  or 
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more  heavy  ash  bedsteads,  made  by  oiir  own  mechanics  at  the  hos- 
pital wood  factory;  these  are  each  supplied  with  heavy  husk  and 
hair  mattresses,  one  of  each,  a  liberal  supply  of  blankets  and  a  Mar- 
seilles quilt,  with  necessary  changes.  The  ward  halls  are  furnished 
with  ornamental  wooden  settees  and  comfortable  lounges,  covered 
with  brown  all-wool  terry,  a  pleasant  resting  place  for  feeble  pa- 
tients in  the  day-time,  during  which  all  patients  are  locked  out  of 
their  rooms  and  kept  in  the  hall  for  more  perfect  care  and  obser- 
vation. There  is  also  a  plentiful  supply  of  large,  easy  rockers  and 
small  chairs. 

A  Tuttle  patent  lock  asylum  register  admits  a  plentiful  and  well- 
adjusted  supply  of  warm,  pure  air  into  every  room  and  into  the 
halls  and  dining-rooms,  and  ventilation  is  secured  by  low  tile  open- 
ings near  the  floor  of  large  size  and  always  open.  The  movement 
of  the  columns  of  vitiated  air  is  hastened  by  the  superheating  effect 
of  large  steam  radiator's  in  the  top  of  every  tower  into  which  the 
air  ducts  empty.  The  building  is  constructed  in  the  form  of  a  dou- 
ble echellon,  ten  hundred  and  forty  feet  long,  and  consists  of  a  cen- 
tral administration  department,  backed  by  kitchen,  store-room,  em- 
ployes' dormitories,  laundry  and  boiler-house,  and  flanked  on  each 
side  by  long  wings  four  stories  high,  containing  twelve  wards  each, 
twenty-four  in  all.  Eight  wards  in  the  north  wing  are  not  yet  com- 
pleted. When  finished  entirely,  this  department  will  accommodate 
about  six  hundred  and  eighty  patients,  and  the  total  capacity  of  both 
together  will  amount  to  between  thirteen  and  fourteen  hundred, 
without  any  crowding.  The  heating  apparatus  consists  of  ten  boil- 
ers, tubular,  five  feet  in  diameter  and  fourteen  feet  long,  each  con- 
taining one  hundred  tubes  three  inches  in  diameter,  supplied  by  re- 
turn traps  and  pumps,  giving  off  a  steam  main  eleven  inches  in  di- 
amater,  dividing  to  nine  inches  for  each  wing,  at  ends  of  which  it 
reaches  a  diminution  to  two  and  a  half  inches,  and  employing  about 
three  hundred  large  horizontal  coils  in  basement,  each  so  covered  as 
to  deliver  heat  by  radiation  to  a  number  of  flues  supplying  rooms 
above,  the  water  of  condensation  being  returned  to  boilers  by  means 
of  pipes  laid  in  covered  trenches,  gradually  reaching  a  diameter  of 
five  inches  at  receivers  in  boiler  house,  whence  it  is  trapped  into  the 
boilers. 

The  outer  air  is  plentifully  supplied  to  the  basement  through 
moderating  coils  placed  in  the  windows.  Fire  protection  is  secured 
in  a  measure  by  the  fire  proof  character  of  the  large  towers  which  thor- 
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oughly  separate  the  wards  one  from  another.  In  the  top  of  each  is 
an  iron  tank  having  a  capacity  of  seven  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  eighty  gallons,  seventy-five  feet  above  grade  line,  from  which 
water  can  be  supplied  at  both  ends  of  every  ward  through  a  hun- 
dred feet  of  linen  hose  which  always  hangs  ready  for  use.  A  small 
tower  containing  the  bath  rooms  of  each  section  of  wards  also  con- 
tains a  tank  of  4,800  gallons  capacity,  which  supplies  water  for  do- 
mestic uses,  such  as  bathing,  washing,  etc.,  a  steam  boiler  being  lo- 
cated in  basement  in  each  tower  to  heat  as  much  as  is  needed  for 
such  purposes,  and  which  operates  automatically.  From  the  boiler 
house  through  every  part  of  the  basement  ramifies  a  small  main  for 
high  pressure  steam  for  such  domestic  uses.  This  also  supplies  the 
steam  kettles,  bakers,  steamers,  etc.,  in  the  general  kitchen. 

The  main  water  supply  at  present  comes  from  the  pump  room  of 
the  department  for  men ;  it  is  six  inches  in  diameter,  and  so  far  has 
carried  enough  water  from  the  three  driven  wells  there  located  to 
supply  the  demand,  but  it  is  highly  probable  that  an  independent 
source  of  supply  will  be  required  when  the  full  number  of  inmates 
are  received.  This  can  readily  be  obtained,  without  doubt.  This, 
as  well  as  the  other  department,  is  lighted  by  gas  supplied  from  the 
city,  of  a  good  quality,  and  as  cheap  as  in  the  city.  Possibly  gas 
could  be  manufactured  on  the  hospital  premises  more  cheaply. 
The  laundry  of  this  department  is  supplied  with  five  large  washing 
machines,  a  centrifugal  hydro-extractor,  soap  vats,  a  Troy  callender, 
and  a  very  efficient  drying  apparatus,  the  moving  parts  being  actu- 
ated by  a  12-horse  power  steam  engine. 

The  water  supply  from  the  driven  wells  is  very  hard  (hardness 
not  yet  estimated),  and  to  obtain  for  boiler  and  laundry  use  a  softer 
water,  connection  has  been  made  with  the  large  cistern  system, 
twelve  in  number,  containing  6,800  barrels,  encircling  the  premises. 
These,  with  an  average  annual  rain  fall  of  forty-three  (43)  inches 
on  109,700  square  feet  (2.7  acres)  of  roof,  will  go  far  toward  sup- 
plying the  necessary  demand,  if  properly  connected,  which  can  only 
be  done  by  pipes  joining  them  at  the  bottom.  For  the  present, 
soft  water  supply  must  be  drawn  from  the  large  cisterns  near  boiler 
house,  having  a  capacity  of  2,000  barrels,  and  can  not  be  depended 
on  at  all  times. 
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ARCHITECTURAL  STATISTICS.

It  may  be  further  stated  that  no  hospital  of  its  size  has  been  con- 
structed at  so  small  a  cost,  and  it  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  world. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

In  June  was  commenced,  and  in  September  finished,  a  commodi- 
ous stable  ajad  carriage  house,  and  a  very  large  cattle  barn,  to  re- 
place the  ancient  structures  which  had  served  these  purposes  for 
many"years,  and  which  were  removed  on  account  of  decay  and  un- 
sightliness,  situated,  as  they  were,  directly  in  the  foreground  of  the 
premises.  The  barn  accommodates  forty  cattle  and  sixteen  work 
horses ;  the  stable  eight  horses  and  the  vehicles  used  by  the  officers 
and  others.  Both  are  arranged  and  furnished  in  the  most  approved 
manner,  and  are  as  ornamental  as  useful.  Each  has  an  ample  water 
supply  from  systems  laid  by  our  own  Hospital  force,  aggregating 
twelve  hundred  feet  in  length. 

A  new  sewer,  eight  inches  in  diameter,  six  hundred  and  forty  feet 
long  and  thirteen  feet  deep,  was  laid  in  July  from  the  old  bakery 
and  kitchen  to  the  great  drain  of  the  department  for  women  in  order 
to  obviate  the  danger  of  escape  of  sewage  into  the  tunnels  under- 
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lying  the  old  Hospital,  which  at  this  time  was  of  frequent  occurrence. 
This  sewer  now  efficiently  drains  the  rear  central  wing,  and  is  a 
source  of  comfort  as  well  as  health. 

A  broad  straight  avenue  has  recently  been  made,  connecting  directly 
the  two  departments.  The  high,  old,  weather-stained  division  fence 
has  been  removed  and  preparations  have  been  made  to  speedily 
take  away  the  appearance  of  primitive  rawness  that  now  is  exhibited 
in  that  part  of  the  grounds  about  the  department  for  women.  Plans, 
to  be  practically  applied  in  the  spring,  will,  I  am  sure,  make  it  vie 
in  beauty  with  the  older  portions  of  the  park  which  for  so  many 
years  have  been  admired  by  seekers  of  natural  landscape  loveliness. 

Hereto  are  appended  a  set  of  financial  exhibits,  Nos.  1  to  5  in- 
clusive, showing  (No.  1)  a  consolidated  statement  of  revenue  and 
disbursements  for  maintenance,  for  repairs,  and  for  furnishing  de- 
partment for  women  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1879 ; 
(No.  2)  disbursements  for  maintenance,  according  to  months,  of 
same  year,  with  references  to  vouchers  by  number,  which  latter  are 
also  set  forth  in  detail;  (No.  3)  disbursements  for  permanent 
improvements,  by  months,  with  references  to  vouchers,  as  above ; 
(No.  4)  disbursements  for  repairs,  by  months,  with  references 
to  vouchers ;  (No.  5)  disbursements  for  furnishing  department  for 
women,  by  months,  and  vouchers.  Exhibit  No.  1  is  the  basis  of 
the  following  four,  which  in  themselves  constitute  an  analytical 
index  to  the  itemized  and  detailed  exhibit  of  vouchers  also  here- 
with presented,  altogether  affijrding  a  complete  financial  history  of 
the  Hospital  for  the  fiscal  year.  There  is  also  appended  an  exhibit 
(No.  6)  of  cost,  character  and  quantity  of  subsistence,  by  months, 
and  vouchers,  with  a  synoptic  table,  from  which  it  will  appear  that 
the  cost  per  capita  per  diem  for  each  member  of  the  population  was 
15.7  cents,  about  15  per  cent,  more  than  for  the  preceding  year. 

Also  an  exhibit  (No.  7)  of  farm  products,  and  estimated  value 
amounting  to  $5,095.60. 

Also  of  revenue  from  sales  of  property  and  donations  (No.  8), 
from  March  6  to  October  31,  1879,  amounting  to  |1,160.68.  . 

Also  an  itemized  inventory  of  real  and  personal  property  (No.  9) 
pertaining  to  the  Institution  'October  31,  1879,  amounting  to 
1^1,303,011.96. 

Also  a  schedule  of  cost  of  clothing  furnished  by  the  hospital  to 
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patients  and  charged  to  counties  (No.  10)^  by  months  and  counties, 
amounting  to  $3,559.15,  from  March  6  to  October  31,  1879. 

Also  an  itemized  report  of  all  clothing  supplied  (No.  11)  whether 
by  hospital  or  friends  of  counties,  application  of  same  and  amount 
on  hand  at  end  of  fiscal  year,  and  finally,  itemized  statements  of 
all  expenditures  for  maintenance,  permanent  improvements  and  re- 
pairs (No.  12),  and  for  furnishing  department  for  women  (No.  13). 

It  is  presumable  that  the  appropriation  of  $207,500  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  October  31,  1880,  will  be  sufficient,  but  as  the  reorgani- 
zation of  the  Institution  with  two  departments  and  ^  very  greatly 
increased  population  is  of  recent  inception,  time  will  be  required 
to  insure  certainty  as  to  its  adequacy. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thankfully  evince  my  appreciation  of  the 
almost  universal  loyalty  to  the  true  interests  of  the  Institution  on 
the  part  of  the  medical  and  clerical  staff,  and  of  the  whole  corps 
of  employes,  and  I  desire  to  congratulate  your  honorable  body  on 
the  success  of  your  efforts  to  extend  its  usefulness,  to  maintain 
harmony  in  its  administration,  and  to  economically  direct  its  dis- 
bursements under  the  provisions  of  the  admirably  efficient  law 
enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  1879.
